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TEACHERS SICK OF 
TARGETS CULTURE 


Unions blame stress and government targets for the 

millions spent on sup pl y teachers to cover for ill staff

STRESSED teachers are taking thousands 
of days off work each year as the target 
culture in schools takes its toll. 

Figures obtained through a Freedom of Information 
(Fol) request revealed that in 2008, primary and second¬ 
ary teachers working for Kent County Council took a total 
of 61,941 days off sick. The previous year showed a simi¬ 
lar figure of more than 60,000 days. 

Figures for 2009 were not available at the time of the 
request, but numbers were expected to be around the same. 

Statistics showed the 13,500 teachers working in KCC- 
run schools were absent for an average of almost one 
working week each per year. This is in addition to the 
three months annual paid leave teachers receive. 

Medway Council was unable to provide KOS Media with 
the number of days lost in its area, but revealed that in 
2008-09,1,692 teachers were off sick, 65 off without autho¬ 
risation. In 2009-10,1,328 teachers took sick days. 

Supply teachers drafted in to take over classes cost up to 
£200 a day, meaning millions of pounds of public money is 
spent each year on cover. 

But teaching unions have defended the figures, blaming 
the stress of the job, with a report by the NASUWT union

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KCC accused of 

misleading over 

sp ecial needs 

PARENTS of special needs children left without specialist school 
placements have slammed education officials - claming they have 
been misled. 


Disheartened parents have argued that 
after being told by Kent County Council 
that units catering for primary children 
with learning disabilities were to close, they 
have since discovered they are staying open. 

But where parents were originally told of 
the closures, many had to secure places in 
mainstream schools, which do not offer the 
support of a unit, in preparation for the 
start of the academic year in September. 

Many did not pursue admission for a unit, 
believing there was no point if closures 
were imminent. 

Deborah Aspland, from Ashford, has 
three children with disabilities. Her four- 
year-old daughter has severe language 
problems, her daughter’s twin brother is 
blind and their older brother has excess 
fluid on the brain and autistic tendencies. 

Although Ms Aspland’s youngest son has a 
place at Morehall Special Education Needs 
(SEN) Unit in Cheriton, her daughter is 
going to a mainstream school after being told 
the Linden Grove speech unit in Ashford, 
where she wanted her to go, was closing. 

She claims a SEN co-ordinator from KCC 
told her there was no point applying for a 
place as units would soon cease to exist. 

Integrate 

Ms Aspland said: “I was told not to apply 
and when I rang Linden Grove they told us 
the same. We got my daughter into a main¬ 
stream school, even though she is unable to 
even say her own name, but now I have 
found out - through Facebook - that units 
are in fact available. 

‘We’ve bought her uniform for September 
and can’t afford to buy another one for a 
new school. So we’ve decided to see how she 
gets on in mainstream. She’s going in under 
School Action Plus which provides support 
for SEN children, but I’m very angry about 
the whole situation.” 

Units are attached to schools, but chil¬ 
dren with learning difficulties are given 
support away from other pupils by special¬ 
ly trained staff. 

SEN students, who are given statements 
setting out their needs, are able to integrate 
with the mainstream school for some activ¬ 
ities. But with regular mainstream school¬ 
ing, special needs children are expected to

integrate the whole time, with some out¬ 
reach and support from teachers. 

Ms Aspland said, however, this is not 
enough for some with severe disabilities 
and she is furious that KCC has “quietly” 
reversed the policy. 

“We will have to see how she gets on at 
mainstream; if not we will have to go down 
the statement route which could take two 
years. KCC are claiming they don’t know of 
anyone who has been turned away from a 
unit, but that’s because people were told not 
to apply,” she added. 

Independent education advisor Peter 
Read said he knew of half a dozen families 
in the same situation, but suspected there 
could be more. 

“First of all KCC said the units were 
closing and now they are saying they are 
not closing,” he said. 

“It seems as though they are staying 
open, but not admitting children. I want 
KCC to acknowledge the parents of those 
children who did not apply after being told 
units do not exist.” 

Mr Read said the council was looking at 
phasing out SEN units and instead inte¬ 
grating children to mainstream institutions 
in what would be called Lead schools, which 
have specialist provision. 

A pilot is being run by KCC looking an 
SEN support. 

A KCC spokesman said: “A pilot is cur¬ 
rently running in Ashford, Shepway and 
north west Kent and it is the subject of 
evaluation. In running the pilot, it was 
never the council’s intention to lose the 
expertise in our units, but to strengthen 
them and to build on the opportunities for 
using that expertise to support and build 
capacity in the other mainstream schools. 

“At no point before or during the pilot 
were any decisions taken by elected mem¬ 
bers to close units.” 

The spokesman added: “If any parent 
feels disadvantaged because of misinforma¬ 
tion, they should contact Kent County 
Council and we will review their case and 
do what we can to assist where possible.” 


Headteachers 
point to strain 
placed on staff

last month stating the target-driven culture in 
schools was putting staff under increased 
pressure. 

Teachers have also admitted that targets 
such as the National Challenge, where 30 per 
cent of pupils in every secondary school must 
achieve 5 A*-C GCSE grades, were putting 
more stress on teachers, especially those in non- 
selective schools with mixed ability children. 

Cllr Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member for 
children, families and education at KCC, said 
the council was working with schools to help 
reduce staff absence and promote wellbeing. 

“This helps to minimise the cost of supply 
teachers, which cost in the region on £150- 
£200 per day,” he said. 

“However, it also needs to be remembered 
that many schools have plans in place to deal 
with occasional absence due to sickness.” 

Cllr Cooke defended the absentee figures by 
stating that Kent schools outperform private 
sector companies. 

“Teachers have a phenomenally difficult job 
to do, but on average the latest figures show 
less than five days sick per annum, per teacher. 

“This is lower than the current average of 
more than six sick days a year taken by work¬ 
ers at private companies.” 

Nationally, 313,000 teachers were off sick in 
2008 - more than half of the workforce. In 2009, 
this figure dropped to 309,000, but the total 
number of working days lost was 2,695,000. 

Across the UK, the average number of days 
off sick for all teachers was just under five - 
the same as Kent - but for those who actually 
took time off, the average was eight days. 

Teacher unions have blamed pressures of 
the job for causing stress which subsequently 
leads to poorer health and absenteeism. 

A spokesman from Teacher Support Network, 
a group of independent charities offering help to 
teachers, said the circumstances under which 
they work are incredibly pressured. 

Research carried out at the same time as the 
Fol figures by the Teacher Support Network 
showed 87 per cent of teachers had suffered 
from stress. 

Two-thirds also admitted experiencing anxi¬ 
ety and more than 42 per cent had suffered 
from depression. Thirty per cent said they had 
taken time off work due to stress and other 
common mental health problems. 

The spokesman said the “sign of weakness” 
stigma should be addressed so staff are not 
afraid to admit when they are struggling. 

With the introduction of the National 
Challenge headteachers have admitted staff in 
core subjects such as maths and English were 
feeling the strain. 

Andrew Somers, principle of Hartsdown 
Technology Collge in Margate, said: “These 
targets have put them under massively 
increased stress.”

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Day Cameron failed 
to charm his Tories 

PM once lost 

fight to stand 

for Kent seat 


SOME 16 years ago a young 
David Cameron sat in a small 
village hall in Kent waiting to 
hear if he had made his first cru¬ 
cial step into the political arena, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

Beside him sat the now Home Secretary 
Theresa May and the man that would pip 
him to the post as Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Ashford, Damian Green. 

Just 27 at the time, Mr Cameron - who had 
his 23-year-old girlfriend Samantha with him 
- gave a presentation he hoped would per¬ 
suade the Tenterden branch of the Tory party 
to choose him to fight for the Ashford seat in 
the House of Commons. 

But despite his efforts, Mr Green - then 
aged 38 - was selected for the role. 

More than a decade and a half later, howev¬ 
er, the Ashford MP, who has held the seat 
since 1997, stands beside the Prime Minister, 
his former opponent, as minister for state for 
borders and immigration. 

One of those to remember the battle between 
the three now-senior figures is Annette Hill 
who was secretary of the Tenterden branch of 
the Tory Party. 

“At the time I was hugely impressed with 
David Cameron -1 thought he was outstand¬ 
ing,” she said. 

“He was my number one. It was a secret

vote and I can admit now that I voted for him 
to be the Ashford candidate. He had to give a 
presentation and he just sparkled. He was 
very young at the time, but very positive. 

“After Damian Green was chosen I told 
people to look out for David Cameron. I 
thought he would end up in the Cabinet and 
that he could one day be Prime Minister.” 

Eton 

Mrs Hill believes Mr Cameron’s age was 
against him, but she also suggested his pub¬ 
lic schoolboy roots may have played a part. 

“He went to Eton and I think that was a big 
no-no, because of all the anti-Tory talk - the 
party was concerned about image,” she said. 

“His parents probably did all they could 
to give him a good education, and yet it 
may have worked against him.” 

Mrs Hill said she found it “quite 
thrilling” seeing Mr Cameron and his 


wife at the door of Downing Street on May 11, 
years after watching him vie for the Ashford 
candidacy. 

“I thought it was lovely when he opened the 
door of Number 10 for his wife. Manners are 
so important. He had that star quality even 
at that young age,” she said. 

Asked whether she thinks he would have 
been a good MP for Ashford, she said: “People 
voted for Damian Green who was a good chap 
with a young family. I’m not sure whether it’s 
good to have the PM as MP for your constituen¬ 
cy as he has so many other things to do.” 

Mr Cameron became MP for Witney in 
Oxfordshire in 2000. 


Road toll for overseas 
HGV drivers on cards 


A LONG-running campaign to get foreign 
lorry drivers to pay for the privilege of using 
Kent’s roads may have moved a giant step 
closer, writes Marijke Cox. 

Prime Minister David Cameron and his 
coalition Government have promised to 
introduce a system of HGV road-user 
charges to ensure a “fairer arrangement” for 
UK hauliers. 

Although no definite plans have been 
unveiled, haulage firms and County Hall 
officials are welcoming the news. 

Hopes are that foreign lorry drivers will 
have to pay to use roads, following years of 
lobbing by the county’s politicians. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter said: “We’ve been lobbing this for a 
long time and I’m delighted to see some light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

“We need to start charging foreign lorry 
drivers to use our roads. 

“They fill up their tanks cheaply in 
Luxembourg, drive on our roads and wear 
them out, but they contribute nothing. 

“We don’t see any road duty paid by them.” 

Cllr Carter believes the Government and 
new secretary of state for transport Philip 
Hammond will help change the situation. 

He added that charges would also help 
deliver plans for a third Thames crossing, 
which were unveiled in January in KCC’s 


blueprint for Kent’s future development. 

He said: “The charges would help deliver 
improvements to our roads. There are all 
sorts of ways improving the system. We will 
work together with the Department of 
Transport.” 

Thousands of overseas lorry drivers travel 
through Kent every year to and from the 
Channel Tunnel and Port of Dover. 

In March, a committee of MPs called 
for closer regulation of foreign hauliers, 
claiming they pay less for fuel, drive unsafe 
vehicles and flout road safety laws. 

Overseas drivers caught speeding on the 
county’s cameras have also been able to 
avoid paying hefty fines. 

Haulage firms in Kent are celebrating 
plans to bring in fairer arrangements, with 
ideas about what the Government could do. 

Chris Kennett, general manager of 
Coombe Valley Transport Ltd, in Dover, said 
he thinks all hauliers should pay to use the 
roads, but British drivers should get a 
rebate on fuel. 

He said: “In Germany as soon as you cross 
the border you are on their system and they 
make sure you pay. For us to go to Munich it 
costs £300 in road tolls.” 

A spokeswoman from the Department of 
Transport said they are working towards a 
fairer system. 


Hero’s medal pride 

A KENT soldier has been awarded the 
George Medal by the Queen. 

Paul Jacobs, 21, from Ramsgate, was given 
the medal at Buckingham Palace this week. 

Rfl Jacobs, who served in Afghanistan 
with the 2nd Battalion The Rifles, was 
blinded by a Taliban bomb, yet continued to 
protect the rest of his colleagues. 

He is the first person in the Rifles to 
receive the George Medal and said he was 
“very proud” to receive it. 

Rfl Jacobs will donate the medal to the 
battalion in recognition of the men who 
have fallen in the Afghanistan conflict. 

Gaza plea by MP 

CANTERBURY Tory MP Julian Brazier has 
demanded Israel lift its blockade of Gaza. 

He raised the issue in the Commons with 
Foreign Secretary William Hague after the 
Israeli army stormed an aid flotilla. 

Mr Brazier said: “The humanitarian situ¬ 
ation is appalling and the plight of many 
Palestinians desperate following the Israeli 
demolition of much of the area last year. 

“The Israelis should urgently lift the 
blockade of Gaza, and allow normal eco¬ 
nomic life to continue.”

TWO groups from Kent have scooped presti¬ 
gious Queen’s Awards for Voluntary Service. 

They are among 17 across the South East 
to get the award, which is known as the 
MBE for volunteer groups.

Moroccan jail for 
Securitas robber 

THE mastermind of the £53 million Securitas 
heist in Tonbridge has been jailed for 10 years 
in Morocco. 

Lee Murray, 30, had claimed Moroccan citi¬ 
zenship through his father’s birth to avoid 
extradition to this country. 

The cagefighter, from Sidcup, fled to the 
north African country after Britain’s biggest 
cash robbery on February 21,2006. 

Police believe he was the ringleader of the 
heavily armed gang that raided the Securitas 
depot in Tonbridge. 

They kidnapped depot manager Colin Dixon 
and held his family at gunpoint to force him to 
help them pull off the raid. 

More than £21m of the missing Securitas 
loot has been recovered by the police, but £32m 
is still outstanding.

Designed to flatter three key female body 
shapes, the Speedo Shapeline collection is 
described as “the closest to made-to-measure 
swimwear on the market”. 

Brundell, 35, from Ashford, was one of 
three ‘ordinary’ women chosen to model the 
new swimsuits and was delighted to be a 
part of the campaign. 

“I was absolutely flattered,” she said. “It 
was exciting and something outside my nor¬ 
mal day-to-day life. I’d never done anything 
like it. I was really proud to be involved.” 

In a society obsessed with skinny models 
and physical perfection, it seemed unlikely 
that, at size 16, Brundell would be asked to 
model swimwear. 

But she came to Speedo’s attention when 
she applied to take part in market research, 
as part of the company’s efforts to design 
swimwear for ‘real’ women. 

“A friend told me about an advert in the 
paper looking for people who struggled to 
find swimwear, so I was interested,” she said. 

“I was sent a questionnaire and invited to 
join a panel. As far as I was concerned, it was 
just market research and I was measured all 
over my body, in places I’ve never been meas¬ 
ured before. 

“Towards the end, the PR agency called to 
say that I was one of the last three people 
selected to be part of the campaign.” 


Brundell and her fellow models had a taste 
of the high life when they were whisked to a 
photo shoot with celebrity photographer Mary 
McCartney, daughter of Sir Paul McCartney. 

“It was just out of this world. They treated 
us like A-list celebrities all day,” she said. 

“To have a glass of champagne in your 
hand at 8.30am was great. Mary is a great 
photographer and she was lovely with us.” 

Most importantly, Brundell was keen to 
promote swimwear that had been designed 
with ‘normal’ women’s figures in mind. 

“It’s something I struggled with for years - 
body shape, body image and swimwear,” she 
said. “It’s so personal and the closest you get 
to being naked. Speedo has worked on it for 
five years and it meant they were really inter¬ 
ested in what women thought. It was great to 
be part of it and to go out and tell women 
about this fantastic product.” 

Although there has been a long-running 
public debate about the negative impact of 
size-zero models and celebrities, progress in 
the media is slow and Brundell thinks 
Speedo’s campaign will be a welcome move 
for many women. 

“There have been a few stories about size- 
16 models on the catwalks and I think it’s 
turned slightly. 

“Normal women don’t want to look at size- 
six models, it just makes us feel worse about 
ourselves. It’s brilliant that Speedo wanted 
normal women with all our lumps and 
bumps. To know that people want to see my 
body in swimwear was just so flattering and 
has done wonders for my self-confidence.”

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No sympathy from the gay 
rights lobby as expenses 
cheat minister Laws goes

A GAY rights group has con¬ 
demned former cabinet minister 
David Laws’ secrecy over his sexu¬ 
ality claiming it has set the move¬ 
ment back. 

Campaigners from Pride in Canterbury also 
pointed out the discrepancy between the 
shamed Chief Secretary of the Treasuiys fear of 
coming out and the Lib Dem policy on lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender (LGBT) rights. 

In its manifesto, the party pledged to 
increase LGBT representation in Parliament, 
where before the election only two per cent of 
MPs were openly gay. 

Andrew Brettel, from Pride in Canterbury, 
said Mr Laws’ actions showed the gay commu¬ 
nity still had a long way to go to achieve equality. 

“It should be easy to be openly gay in 
Government, given that before the election the 
three main parties seemed keen to show how 
committed they were to diversity issues,” he said. 

In a statement, Mr Laws, MP for Yeovil in 
Somerset since 2001, apologised for his actions 
after it was revealed he had used taxpayers’ 
money to pay more than £40,000 in rent to his 
long-term partner James Lundie. 


In 2006, rules were changed at Westminster 
to stop payments to partners, but Mr Laws - 
who unsuccessfully contested the Folkestone 
and Hythe seat against Michael Howard in 
1997 - continued to claim by failing to disclose 
his relationship with Mr Lundie. He said his 
motivation was not to maximise profit, but to 
keep his sexuality a secret. 

Martin Lammas, from Pride in Canter¬ 
bury, said: “His constituency should have 
the opportunity to call him back and make 
him stand again. What chance have they 
got of him standing up for their rights when 
he can’t stand up for his own?” 

Lib Dem members have also criticised Mr 
Laws’ actions and supported his decision to 
step down from his position at Westminster. 

Peter Carroll, Kent’s most high-profile 
Lib Dem after his successful Gurkha reset¬ 
tlement rights campaign, said: “However 
much I feel for David Laws, you can’t have 
a Government minister who does some¬ 
thing where it suggests there is one rule for 
them and one rule for another.” 

Despite the revelations, colleagues includ¬ 
ing Prime Minister David Cameron and 
deputy Nick Clegg paid tribute to Mr Laws. 

Mr Carroll said he understood why: “I 
think there is a sense of compassion in most 
people and they can see he has gone 
through a real personal trauma.” 

But while some are forgiving of Mr Laws’ 


actions, the gay community are calling on him 
to make amends by making LGBT issues his 
primary task in Parliament. 

Mr Lammas said: “Until we stop the situa¬ 
tion where people like David Laws stay in the 
closet for no good reason, people in the rest of 
the UK are going to continue to do so.”

eBay cheat trial 

A BENEFIT cheat stole from taxpayers for

Gary Boulton, of Amsbury Road, Hunton, 
sold goods on the online marketplace but con¬ 
tinued to claim Job Seekers Allowance and 
financial help for housing and council tax 
between August 1, 2006, and May 2, 2008. 

He pleaded guilty to failing to inform the 
council of his earnings at Maidstone Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on May 25 and was sentenced 
to complete 150 hours unpaid work within 12 
months and to pay costs of £400. 


French cavemen were 
first Dartford residents 


NEW findings suggest Dartford 
may have originally been estab¬ 
lished by Neanderthals, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

It was always known that Neanderthals 
had arrived back from mainland Europe, but 
a fresh find of flints has moved the time back. 

Neanderthal man lived in Europe for 
260,000 years. Scientists had believed the 
ancestors of modem man arrived in 
Britain about 65,000 years ago. But 
this find means they may have to 
revise their timeframe. 

The flints are waste flakes from 
the manufacture of unknown tools 
to probably cut up animals for food. 

A University of Southampton 
archaeologist and Oxford Archae¬ 
ology spotted evidence that Nean¬ 
derthals were living in Britain at the start of 
the last ice age. 

Commissioned by Oxford Archaeology, the 
university’s Dr Francis Wenban-Smith dis¬ 
covered two ancient flint hand tools at the 
junction of the M25 and A2. 

They were found during a Highways 
Agency excavation, and mean Dartford could 
have been founded by the Neanderthals. 

Tests on sediment burying the flints show 
they date from around 110,000 years ago, 
proving Neanderthals were living in Britain 
at this time. Until now, it was believed Kent 
and all of the UK was an empty wilderness 
after the Ice Age forced everyone south 
200,000 years ago, with Neanderthals not

returning until 65,000 years ago. 

Dr Wenban-Smith said: “I 
couldn’t believe my eyes when I 
received the test results. 

“We know Neanderthals inhabited northern 
France at this time, but this new evidence 
suggests that as soon as sea levels dropped, 
and a land bridge’ appeared across the Channel, 
they made the journey by foot to Kent.” 

This new discovery shows they returned to 
our shores much earlier than 65,000 years 
ago, as previous evidence suggested. 

Oxford Archaeology project manager David 
Score said: “The fieldwork uncovered a signif¬ 
icant amount of activity at the Dartford site 
in the Bronze Age and Roman periods, but it 
is deeper trenches which have yielded the 
most interesting results - shedding light on a 
long period when there was assumed to have 


been an absence of early man from Britain.” 

One theory is that Neanderthals may have 
been attracted back to Kent by the flint-rich 
chalk downs visible from France. These sup¬ 
ported mammoth, rhino, horse and deer - an 
important food source in sub-arctic conditions. 

Dr Wenban-Smith added: “These are people 
who had no real shelter - no houses, not even 
caves, so we can only speculate that by the 
time they returned, they had developed phys¬ 
iologically to cope with the cold, as well as 
behavioural strategies such as planning win¬ 
ter stores and making good use of fire.” 

Dr Wenban-Smith said more evidence is 
needed to date their occupations accurately. 

Other results from the project include the 
discovery of a woolly rhino tooth in the flood- 
plain gravels of the River Darent, dated at 
around 40,000 years old.

Mini-hospital 
wins inventor 
major award

WE YE HAD a jack-in-the-box, 
and even a boyfriend-in-a-box, 
but a leading Kent medic has 
designed a hospital in a box so 
well he has won a major nation¬ 
al award. 

Surgical technician Alexander Bushell is 
also an acclaimed inventor, and his innova¬ 
tive design for a super-compact treatment 
centre has taken the world by storm. 

He has now received the Innovation 
Award at the inaugural Performance 
Awards in London. 

Working with his team of NHS techni¬ 
cians, he is responsible for the concept and 
design that allows medical teams to carry 
out life-saving operations almost anywhere 
in the world. 

The awards are designed to put the spot¬ 
light on exceptional individual achievement. 

Mr Bushell, 49, who runs Global Medical 
Systems at the Kent Science Park in 
Sittingboume, said: “This operating theatre 
can be in action for around £20,000. 

“Our first ones have already gone to 
Nigeria and we’re hopeful there will be 
many more takers around the world. 

“It would be of particular use in places 
where people have suffered bullet and 
shrapnel wounds or bums, so the military 
application is very important. 

“You get everything that would normally 
be found in theatre, like an anaesthetic 
machine, multi-parameter monitoring, 
lights, and kit-packs of consumables. 

“It is all designed for special locations. So 
the military packs would be different to 
those for dealing with things like cataracts. 

“And it comes with its own solar system. 
You can use wind turbines or pedal power.”

Dr Stephen Ladyman, pictured, is taking 
up a position with a care 
provider called Retirement 
Security Ltd, which builds 
private care accommodation 
for the elderly. 

Having lost his seat to 
Conservative MP Laura 
Sandys at the election, he will 
be moving to the Stratford- 
upon-Avon area to take up his new job. 

He has put his Chilton Farmhouse home 
near Pegwell on the market. 

Dr Ladyman’s wife Janet worked as his 
secretary when he was constituency MP. 

He said: “This will be a real wrench for us 
as we love the area and our house, but there 
is no alternative as I have to work and the 
offer is too good to turn down both personal¬ 
ly and as an opportunity to continue to do 


something I believe in and which makes a 
positive contribution to society.” 

Dr Ladyman was the MP for South Thanet 
for 13 years, coming to office in 1997 when 
Tony Blair and New Labour swept to power 
after 18 years of Conservative government. 

He defeated disgraced Tory Jonathan 
Aitken to take the seat and was installed as 
a junior health minister at the Department 
for Health from 2003 to 2005, after which he 
was appointed Minister of State for Transport. 

The Liverpool FC fan and keen biker 
appeared on TV’s Top Gear when he was 
transport minister, in the Star in a 
Reasonably Priced Car section of the show. 

Now Dr Ladyman will become chief execu¬ 
tive of Retirement Security, which he 
describes as the “country’s leading supplier of 
this type of accommodation for purchase”. 

The company’s founder and chairman, 
Robert Bessell, is due to retire soon, so Dr 
Ladyman will replace him. 



Arsonist jailed for 
blowing up home 

AN MAN who blew up the house he shared 
with his partner, after she jilted him, has been 
jailed for six years. 

Alistair Gray, 39, of Minteme Avenue, 
Sittingboume, admitted committing arson at 
the property in Recreation Way, Kemsley, in 
April, 2009. 

He was sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

The ex-cabbie waited for Jane Thornton to 
leave for work before dousing the three- 
bedroom property with petrol and setting it 
alight. The fire caused an explosion which 
destroyed the house and killed the family’s 
pet dog. 

Speaking after the trial, Det Con Carli Davis 
said: “What Gray did was utterly reckless and 
it’s a miracle there weren’t more casualties.” 


Cabbies get go 
ahead to fly flag 

TAXI drivers in Canterbury will be allowed 
to fly a flag for the World Cup following a 
campaign against town hall rules. 

It has long been the policy of Canterbury 
council to stop drivers it licenses in the area 
flying flags. The organisation says this is to 
make a clear distinction between authorised 
cabs and private cars. 

A council spokesman said: “The council’s 
approved policy is to allow only official livery 
on taxis, but following requests from drivers, 
the council has agreed to permit one flag. 

“It will also re-consult drivers and other 
parties on whether the policy should be 
changed once the World Cup is over.” 

The council had already told taxi drivers 
they could wear England shirts and support 
their country in that way instead.

Spending cuts derail 
hope of Crossrail link 



OFF TRACK: KCC’s hopes to link Ebbsfleet with Crossrail may be shelved by Whitehall cuts 


A WIDOWER whose wife died when a 
hospital’s treatment of her fell woefully 
below what would be expected is taking 
legal action. 

Donna Maben died from septicaemia at 
the William Harvey Hospital near her 
home in Ashford. 

An inquest was highly critical of her 
treatment and care, and now husband Ian 
has instructed lawyers to fight for compen¬ 
sation. Solicitor Sarah Harman said she 
cannot talk about the case, but confirmed 
the litigation. 

The 33-year-old mother of a young baby 
died in on May 11,2009. A fortnight earlier, 
she had been admitted with abdominal 
pain and yet was discharged just three 
days later. 

It then took two more weeks for her to col¬ 
lapse in agony, and finally have surgery on 
a twisted bowl that had gone gangrenous, 
which by then was too late for her. 

The coroner was horrified at the circum¬ 
stances. Rachel Redman said delays in 
operating and confusion over her treat¬ 
ment led to her death and wrote to Stuart 
Bain, chief executive of East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

When the damning verdict was 
announced, Steven Pompeus, of East Kent 
Hospitals NHS Trust, said: “The trust 
would like to take this opportunity to apol¬ 
ogise unreservedly for Donna’s death. 

“The trust accepts the verdict of the coro¬ 
ner and would like to reassure the public 
that changes have already been imple¬ 
mented to ensure the same outcome does 
not happen again.” 


BUDGET cuts at the Department 
for Transport could hamper the 
chances of the £16 billion Crossrail 
project being extended into Kent, 
writes Steve Knight 

Last week transport minister Theresa 
Villiers warned she was looking for “value for 
money” in the scheme, prompting fears that 
several proposed stations may be scrapped. 

Current plans for the new 74-mile network 
see it running from Maidenhead in Berkshire 
to Abbey Wood in London, and Shenfield in 
Essex, with stops throughout the capital 
including at Heathrow. 

Kent County Council and former Labour MP 
for Dartford Howard Stoate were hopeful the 
project could also be extended into the north of 
the county, but this now appears less likely 
given that stations included in the original 
plan - including Maidenhead and Abbey Wood 
- are now under threat amid reports of the 
Government seeking a £5bn saving. 

Despite the proposed cuts, Dr Stoate’s Tory 
successor Gareth Johnson said he was not giv¬ 
ing up on the dream just yet. 

He said: “I would deeply love to see Crossrail 
extended right to Ebbsfleet, but it’s going to 
come down to costings quite frankly because 
we’ve got to sort out the financial deficit. 

“There are lots of negotiations going on at 
the moment and the finer details of the opera¬ 
tion are still being worked on. 


“I’d be surprised if there was an announce¬ 
ment soon that Crossrail will be extended into 
north Kent, but we hope it’s still a medium- 
term goal and it’s something we will continue 
to pursue.” 

Crossrail is the UK’s biggest transport proj¬ 
ect since the Channel Tunnel, with the first 
trains due to run on the line by 2017. 

The scheme is included in KCC’s “growth 
without gridlock” transport strategy, which 
states the authority is “keen to see the route 
extended to Gravesend with good interchange 
at Ebbsfleet International”. 


However, Cllr Nick Chard - cabinet member 
for environment, highways and waste - 
declined to comment on speculation about the 
project. 

Former transport secretary Geoff Hoon 
raised the possibility of Crossrail reaching 
Kent when he accepted an invitation from Dr 
Stoate to visit Dartford in March last year. 

He said at the time: “Howard has pressed me 
hard on the question of Crossrail and the 
extension to Ebbsfleet. We have preserved the 
route and made it a possibility, and I’m cer¬ 
tainly not ruling it out.”

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Ghana child scavengers risk their lives on electronics dump 


No explanation for illegal 
export of waste computers

LAWYERS have been handed the 
results of an Environment Agency 
probe into the illegal dumping of 
electronic waste in Ghana. 

The investigation was in response to a 
series of BBC documentaries on the prob¬ 
lem, which revealed that computers bear¬ 
ing the Kent County Council logo had been 
discovered alongside other toxic rubbish at 
a tip in the nation’s capital of Accra. 

However, the authority says it still does 
not know how the equipment ended up 
3,000 miles away, despite being made aware 
of the situation almost two years ago. 

Deputy leader Cllr Alex King said at the 
time that the council was “urgently seeking 
additional information to identify serial 
numbers”, but it now appears it failed to 
gain the information required. 

A spokesman said: “Kent County 
Council is committed to making sure 
that when computers are no longer 
needed, those machines are passed on or 
disposed of in a responsible way. 

“This is why contractors that we pass 
computers to have a duty to handle the 
computers with care and responsibility. 

“Where we have relevant details about 
cases of computers being dumped, we 
will take the matter up with the contrac¬ 
tor. In this situation - where the 
relevant details have not been passed 
on - we remind all of our contractors of 
their obligations.” 

The BBC reports revealed that young 
scavengers are putting their lives at risk 
by rooting through the Accra tip. 


Replacement MEP 
takes his new seat 

KENT’S new Green Party MEP took up his 
position in Brussels this week. 

Keith Taylor replaced the party’s leader 
Caroline Lucas after she was elected MP 
for Brighton at the General Election. 

Under the European Parliament rules 
Mr Taylor - the Green Party’s next candi¬ 
date on its European List for the South 
East region - took her seat. A former busi¬ 
nessman from Sussex, Mr Taylor was a 
Brighton councillor for 11 years. 

He will sit on the Committee on 
Transport and Tourism, the Committee on 
International Trade and the Committee on 
Petitions. He will also become a full mem¬ 
ber of the Parliamentary delegation to 
Afghanistan, and a substitute member of 
the Iran and Palestine delegations. 


DARTFORD and Crayford are 
to benefit from an £8.4 million 
investment to improve the Dartford 
Creek Barrier. 

The second phase of works is now under 
way, helping ensure flood protection for 
more than 130 homes and properties. 

Works will include the replacement of 
massive lifting chains as well as renewing 
other major pieces of equipment. 

The Dartford Creek Barrier is part of the 
Thames Estuary flood defences that 
includes the Thames Barrier. Built in 1981, it 
consists of two large steel gates, weighing 
more than 150 tonnes each. 


The children dissect the dumped comput¬ 
ers for any reusable parts they may find 
and sell them on. 

However, soil and water samples taken 
at the dump revealed there were high 
concentrations of leads, phthalates or 
plastic softeners, and dioxins known to 
cause cancer.

A spokesman said: “It is always illegal 
to export waste from the UK to be dump¬ 
ed overseas. 

“To help stop electrical waste being ille¬ 
gally sent abroad our team conducts site 
inspections and port checks, and last year 
its intelligence work led to 18 arrests. 

“The team is working on a number of 
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investigations into illegal waste exports. 

“One investigation into electronic waste 
exported to Ghana has been completed, and 
the team’s findings are now with lawyers for 
their consideration.”

And Steve Horton, from Kent 
Highway Services, said most drink- 
drive crashes happen in the sum¬ 
mer months. 

“With this year’s football tourna¬ 
ment presenting many additional 
opportunities for social drinking, 
the temptation for drivers to drink 
could be greater,” he said. 

“In support of the Kent Police 
activity, we are launching our edu¬ 
cation campaign on June 11 to coin¬ 
cide with the start of the World Cup.

“While we all wish to support our 
teams, follow their progress and cel¬ 
ebrate their success, drivers must 
remember that alcohol and drugs 
can still be in your body the next 
day,” he said. 


WORLD Cup fever has 
pushed authorities to 
launch a campaign high¬ 
lighting the dangers of 
drink and drug driving. 

Police and councils fear celebra¬ 
tions or commiserations during the 
much-anticipated tournament could 
mean more people getting behind 
the wheel after a few drinks - or 
even just one. 

And with summer threatening to 
make an appearance, road-safety 
chiefs are concerned the sun mixed 
with football fever will lead to more 
social events and the temptation to 
drink or take drugs before driving. 

Although campaigns of this kind 
are not unusual, the message this 
time is to steer clear of alcohol alto¬ 
gether if out socialising. 

The drink-drive limit is 80mg of 
alcohol per 100ml of blood, but 
authorities are stressing to 
motorists that no amount of booze is 
safe. 

Road chiefs state that just one 
drink can slow a driver’s reaction 
time.

Thieves hit hospital 
vehicles for metals 

THIEVES have put patients’ lives at 
risk by damaging hospital vehicles used 
to transport cancer patients. 

The criminals targeted specially fitted 
medical vehicles at Maidstone Hospital 
and Preston Hall, in Aylesford, during 
the past fortnight. 

It is thought they have carried out 
similar attacks on vehicles in the area, 
taking a valuable platinum component 
from the catalytic converters, which they 
can sell on to scrap-metal merchants. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s security management specialist 
Ron Faulds said: “They must have known 
patients’ welfare would be put at risk.” 

The vehicles were found by workers 
during the weekend of May 22-23. 

Det Sgt Darren Ryder said: ‘We take 
these crimes seriously. We are pursuing 
a number of positive leads. Two suspects 
were arrested in north Kent recently for 
a string of catalytic converter thefts, five 
of which took place in Mid Kent.” 


Shock numbers 
of pupils admit 
to being bullied 


BULLYING is rife in Medway’s 
schools - with more than half the 
towns’ youngsters who took part 
in a survey saying they have been 
picked on in the classroom. 

The shocking statistic was 
revealed in Medway Council’s Tell 
Us 2009 survey, which saw nearly 
3,000 students from 41 schools in 
the area lift the lid on the extent 
of the problem. 

In total, 52 per cent of those 
questioned said they had been 
bullied at school - significantly 
higher than the national level of 
46 per cent. 

One in five pupils said bullying 
carried on outside school hours. 

The survey also showed that 
nine per cent of youngsters said 
they were bullied every day in 
school and 22 per cent said they 
were targeted ‘most days’. 

Anti-bullying organisations said 
more needed to be done to stop 
pupils being picked on. 

Beatbullying deputy CEO 
Richard Piggin said: “It is 
appalling that the national aver¬ 
age of children bullied in school 
stands as high as 46 per cent and 
even more worrying that these 
figures are higher in Medway. 

“It is through government, 
schools, teachers, parents and the 
third sector working together that 
we can offer the most effective 
strategy to eradicate bullying.” 

The NSPCC’s head of child pro¬ 
tection awareness Chris Cloke 
added: “Bullying destroys the 
lives of many children. During the 
last 10 years bullying has consis¬ 
tently been the main reason for 
children to contact ChildLine.” 

Positive 

The one positive finding of the 
Tell Us survey is that students’ 
perception of how well their 
school deals with bullying has 
improved since 2008. 

The percentage of youngsters 
who ticked either the ‘very well’ or 
‘quite well’ boxes rose from 35 per 
cent to 49 per cent in one year. 

A Medway Council spokesman 
said: “Medway Council believes it 
is important to give children the 
opportunity to speak out about 
the services they receive and how 
they can be improved. 

“In the seven months since the 
survey was undertaken, the coun¬ 
cil has appointed an anti-bullying 
co-ordinator to support schools’ 
anti-bullying procedures. 

“The co-ordinator works closely 
with the Anti-Bullying Alliance

and other organisations such as 
transport providers, Child 
Exploitation, Beat Bullying, and 
Online Protection Centre on a 
range on initiatives to address 
bullying in Medway’s schools. 

“Schools are responsible for 
their own anti-bullying proce¬ 
dures, but the council supports 
them. 

“There is a tremendous amount 
of work in schools to address inci¬ 
dents of bullying and support 
everyone affected. Equally impor¬ 
tant is to make sure children 
respect others in their school and 
the wider community. 

“The Tell Us survey results will 
be examined against the Children 
and Young People’s Plan targets 
and the council’s own school, chil¬ 
dren, young people and pupil sur¬ 
veys to identify areas of improve¬ 
ment or inclusion between the 
partners. 

“We will then have a clearer 
idea of what children and young 
people think we’re doing well and 
what we need to improve on.” 
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Wrestling legend thinks 
Desmond’s a knockout 


LEGENDARY wrestling star Ric 
Flair has tipped a Kent-born col¬ 
league to reach the very top of his 
profession, writes Steve Knight. 

The former 16-time world champion says ex- 
Maidstone schoolboy Steven Haworth - who 
performs under the name Desmond Wolfe - 
has all the tools required to make a name for 
himself in the industry. 

Both men currently star in the Total Non¬ 
stop Action (TNA) promotion, which is return¬ 
ing to the UK next January for its 
third tour of the country 



Speaking to KOS Media to promote the 
Maximum Impact shows, Flair - considered 
one of the finest wrestlers in history - heaped 
praise on his fellow grappler. 

“Desmond has a lot of skill and has a 
tremendous future in the business,” he said. “I 
certainly think he’s a future world champion. 

“It may not happen overnight, but I have no 
doubt it’s something he’s capable of fulfilling.” 

Flair - nicknamed The Nature Boy - also 
had kind words for Sevenoaks grappler 
Douglas Williams, who is under contract with 
TNA as the promotion’s X-Division champion. 

He said: “Doug is a tremendously skilled guy 
as well. He’s definitely a gifted athlete.” 
Having wrestled at the highest level since 
the mid-1970s, Flair stands along¬ 
side Hulk Hogan and The Rock as 
one of the most famous wrestlers 
to have ever lived. 

Despite being told he would 
never perform again after break¬ 
ing his back in a 1975 plane crash, 
Flair went on to headline events 
around the world - selling out 
Wembley Stadium and Madison 
Square Garden in the process. 

He joined TNA in January after 
seven years with World Wrestling 
Entertainment (WWE), but at the age of 
61 he has no plans to call it a day. 

“There will be a time when I hang my 
boots up, but it’s not now,” he said. “I 
feel great, thank God I’m still healthy and 
I feel like I’m still only 13. I probably

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Castle finally giving

MORE than 600 years after the 
first residence was built, Scotney 
Castle is only just starting to 
reveal its secrets. 

Set in stunning countryside at Lamberhurst, 
the National Trust property has long been pop¬ 
ular with visitors for its beautiful gardens, 
imposing ‘new’ house and ruined 14th century 
castle in the grounds. But since the death in 
2006 of the last owner, Betty Hussey, the Trust 
has embarked on a journey of discovery tyat 
has produced some remarkable results. 

As Mrs Hussey and her late husband, 
Christopher, had no children, it was their 
wish that the National Trust should take care 
of Scotney Castle, on the proviso that Betty 
was allowed to live there for the rest of her 
life. Since Mrs Hussey’s personal effects came 
into the possession of the Trust, staff and vol¬ 
unteers have made some truly startling dis¬ 
coveries. Visitor services and enterprise man¬ 
ager, Joe Lloyd, explained why one gem has 
even interested the scientific community. 

“In the attic we found a box of pressed flow¬ 
ers, which have been taken away to Kew 
Gardens to be looked at, and some of the 
species they found are as yet unknown to sci¬ 
ence,” he said. “It dates back to Edward 
Hussey III, who built the new house in 1837 
and it was the time of the Grand Tour, when 
people were going abroad for years and col¬ 
lecting these things. Some of the specimens

we have are from South Africa and finding 
those things was quite exciting.” 

With attics, drawers and cupboards full of 
artefacts, the lives of the Hussey family are 
steadily emerging into the light and some fas¬ 
cinating stories have been uncovered. 

One of the most emotive discoveries was 
Betty Hussey’s wedding dress, which has pro¬ 
vided the inspiration for Scotney Castle’s lat¬ 
est exhibition. To commemorate Betty and 


Christopher’s lavish wedding in 1936, visitors 
can now see the dress on display and there is 
even a replica of the couple’s wedding cake. 

“We found the old telegrams and letters, 
along with a list of the gifts people gave, so we 
now have labels on those gifts,” Mr Lloyd said. 
“The dining room is laid out as if for a wedding 
breakfast. This is a bit of artistic licence, as 
they had the reception at Admiralty House in 
London, but they would have come back here. 


“We had a replica of the cake made - it is a 
fountain with dolphins and we had to get a 
film prop maker to do it. They did such a good 
job, considering they just had one little pic¬ 
ture to work from.” 

The wedding guests included Wallis 
Simpson, the American divorcee for whom 
King Edward VIII abdicated his throne, and 
the relics include a candid photo of the 
socialite at the event. 

“Betty was Wallis’ niece and by that time, 
people here knew about the affair, so it was 
quite a coup to have her here.” 

The recreation of the Husseys’ wedding day 
should prove inspirational for couples who 
would like to marry at Scotney Castle. With 
its romantic gardens and atmospheric ruins 
of the original castle and moat below the new 
house, Mr Lloyd believes it will make the per¬ 
fect setting for a ceremony. 

“We are hoping to licence the archway of the 
old castle for outdoor weddings,” he said. “Chris¬ 
topher proposed to Betty in the garden.” 

Over the last three or four years, Scotney 
Castle has been developed from a garden-only 
attraction to a highly popular destination and 
has roughly doubled its visitor numbers in 
that time. With a new tearoom and shop, 
extra car parking and a new room due to open 
this year, the property has undergone quite a 
transformation. Along with the exciting new 
discoveries, the timeless features that have 
long captivated visitors can still be enjoyed. 

Visitors might even spot a ghost. 

“There was an incident when a taxman 
came knocking and was thrown into the moat 
and drowned,” Mr Lloyd said. “There is a story 
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up its secrets 


that says you

He is not the only well-known figure with 
connections to Scotney Castle. 

“Margaret Thatcher had an apartment here 
while she was in office because she was friends 
with Betty,” Mr Lloyd said. “The Secret Service 
would camp in the woods while she was here.” 

Although Christopher Hussey was the editor 
of Country Life magazine for many years, the 
couple are not widely known by the modem 
generation. Yet the remarkable discoveries 
being made at Scotney Castle are bringing the 
property’s history to life and creating a new 
atmosphere that is sure to spark curiosity. 

“With places that have a famous person 
linked to them - such as Chartwell, Winston 
Churchill’s home - the story is there,” Mr 
Lloyd said. “But for places like Scotney, we are 



discovering the stories now. There are so many 
stories to tell and we are only talking about 
recent history, without going back to the 14th 
century when the old castle was built. 

‘We have left the house as it was, almost as 
if Betty had just popped out to the shops.” 

• Scotney Castle is open Wednesdays to 
Sundays, until October 31 and estate 
walks are open all year. Opening times 
for the house, old castle and garden 
vary, so see www.nationaltrust.org.uk 
or call 01892 893820 for details.

In the family 

• The first Scotney Castle was 
built by Roger Ashburnham in 
1378-80. Only one of the origi¬ 
nal four towers remains. 

• The castle was home to the 
Catholic Darell family for 350 
years, and in the early 17th 
century they hid Jesuit Father 
Blount in the priest hole, which 
can still be seen today. 

• When family arguments led to 
legal action, the Darells were 
forced to sell Scotney. In 1778 

it was purchased by Edward 
Hussey, who put the fragment¬ 
ed Darell estate back together. 
He died in 1816 and his son 
outlived him by just a year. 
Convinced the castle’s plumb¬ 
ing was to blame, his widow 


took their son, Edward Hussey 
III, away to St Leonard’s. 

• The boy grew up with a keen 
interest in architecture and 
landscape gardening, which he 
put to use when he returned to 
Scotney in 1835, determined to 
build a new house there. He 
commissioned Anthony Salvin 
to design the house, using 
sandstone from the slope 
below, and turned to William 
Sawrey Gilpin to help with the 
picturesque planting. 

• His grandson Christopher - 
an influential architecture writer 
- inherited Scotney in 1952 and 
was keen to ensure the gar¬ 
den’s future.

Representatives of Kent say that despite the 
two parties sitting in different groups in the 
European Parliament, they have always had 
to work with one another and that will not 
change despite the new-look UK government. 

Tory South East MEP Richard Ashworth, 
who was bom in Folkestone and went to school 
in Canterbury, said: “We already do politics by 
consensus rather than the adversarial nature 
of Westminster. 

“In Europe we’re elected by proportional rep¬ 
resentation, therefore working with other par¬ 
ties and making deals and trades with them is 
part of the normal daily life of an MEP. 

“The Liberals in Europe are very much a 
halfway house between us and Labour, but the 
definitions of each of the parties are much 
more blurred here than they are in the UK. 

“There are some Dutch Liberals who are 


more right-wing than any UK Tories are, 
while there are others who are more to the left 
than any Labour members. 

“The coalition will have a small impact on 
the way we all interact. 

There may be areas going forward where we 
may have to liaise more closely with the 
Liberals than we already do, but I’m not 
expecting anything huge to come up.” 

As chairman of the Economic and Monetary 
Affairs Committee - arguably the most power¬ 
ful body in the European Parliament - fellow 
South East MEP, the Lib Dem Sharon Bowles, 
says she already has a healthy relationship 
with her Conservative colleagues. 

She added: “Even before the coalition talks 
began the Tories approached me and raised 
questions about the best way to approach 
things, because my committee is at the 
absolute heart of eveiything to do with the eco¬ 
nomic crisis and the tsunami of legislation that 
is coming along.”

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WW2 evacuees 

mark welcome 

in the hillside

FORMER wartime children who 
were evacuated from devastated 
coastal towns are reuniting 70 
years later to pay tribute to the 
Welsh families who took them in 
as their own. 

A special thanksgiving service and cere¬ 
mony is being held in Dover, where on June 
2,1940,3,000 children were marched to the 
train station to be sent to south Wales as 
the threat of German invasion drew nearer. 

One of the youngsters was 12-year-old 
John Lockyer, now living in Hove, who was 
taken in by a family in the small town of 
Blaenavon. 

“The people I was billeted to had only just 
heard of the death of their son in Dunkirk 
and, regardless of their grief, they did all 
they could for me,” he said. 

“They taught me what love was about - 
this is what we’re celebrating. 

“This service is to salute those Welsh peo¬ 
ple and all they did for us.” 

Now aged 82, Mr Lockyer and others from 
Seventy Years On, a group of people cele¬ 
brating the kindness of those people during 
the war, decided to organise a reunion. 

Former evacuees from across the country 
are expected to make the journey to Dover in 
tribute of the families who took in evacuees. 

Traumatic 

Although Mr Lockyer said there were 
some children who were not treated so well 
by their billeted families, most were lucky. 

“People in Blaenavon were mostly miners 
living in two-up two-down houses,” he said. 

“They didn’t have much, but they gave us 
all they could. 

“I was taken on by the family as if I was 
their own. Their eldest daughter accepted 
me as her little brother. 

“The family soon found out the son they 
had been told was dead was still alive and 
he moved back in with us all.” 

Mr Lockyer, however, said it was difficult 
in the east Kent coastal towns during World 
War Two, with many witnessing the hor¬ 
rors of battle. 

“There were so many people evacuated 
from these areas - it was a very traumatic 
time,” he said. 

“Once the evacuation of Dunkirk hap¬ 
pened, Dover came under fire. You could hear 
the shells and bombs battering the roofs.” 

To make the trauma worse, shortly after 
moving to Wales, Mr Lockyer was left dev¬ 
astated when he was told his nine-year-old 
sister had been killed in a car accident. 

“The family I was with really helped me 
get through it,” he added. 

Mr Lockyer said the ceremony, which is 
being held on Sunday, June 6, with a 
thanksgiving service at St Mary’s Church 
in Dover followed by a reunion reception, 
salutes all the Welsh families who looked 
after the evacuee children. 

“For me, they helped shape my life,” he 
said. 

‘We’re going to have some Welsh flags on 
display during the service to show our 
thanks.”

Community 
at the heart 
of policing 
as minister 
learns about 
drug abuse 

CRIME reduction minister 
James Brokenshire says Kent 
Police are setting a good example 
in tackling drug and alcohol 
abuse, writes Steve Knight. 

In his first official visit since landing the 
Home Office job, Mr Brokenshire - also the 
Tory MP for Old Bexley and Sidcup - met 
with officers in Gravesend to see how the 
force is approaching the problem. 

He also spoke to drug workers at the 
town’s Horizon project, which provides sup¬ 
port for addicts to help them find employ¬ 
ment and turn their backs on crime. 

Mr Brokenshire said: “Tins was my first 
visit as a minister and it was very much a 
fact-finding mission for me. 

“The new government is committed to 
tackling drug misuse and reducing the 
damage it can cause to our communities. 
We want to target both prolific drug users 
and the unscrupulous people who bring 
drugs onto our streets. 

Encouraging 

“It is really encouraging to see how Kent 
Police are working so closely with housing 
teams, drugs workers and residents to 
address the issues that really matter to 
local people, and in doing so helping make 
the area a safer place to live. 

“There’s a real sense in Gravesend that a 
focus is being put on the community by the 
police, the council, housing groups and so 
on, and it showed me how we need to look 
closely at how such partnerships can be 
strengthened for better results and better 
communities.” 

Mr Brokenshire was first elected as the 
MP for Hornchurch, Essex, in 2005 but had 
to find a new seat after the electoral bound¬ 
aries were redrawn. 

After unsuccessfully seeking selection in 
the Kent constituencies of Gillingham and 
Rainham and Maidstone and the Weald, he 
was finally picked to contest the safe seat of 
Old Bexley and Sidcup - winning with a 
34.9 per cent majority in last month’s 
General Election. 

Chief Insp Philip Painter said: “In north 
Kent we are continually working towards 
addressing drug misuse. Only recently we 
ran a huge operation which saw more than 
50 people arrested and charged with drug 
offences, effectively breaking down the net¬ 
works of drug users and suppliers across 
the region. 

“Our neighbourhood teams work in our 
communities, together with the local coun¬ 
cils and other partner agencies to address 
the concerns of people living there. We can 
and will deal with issues around drugs.” 
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Air show celebrates heroes

IT MAY be the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of The Few, but it will 
involve The Many taking to 
the air over Biggin Hill to 
mark it with style. 

This year, the air fair at one of 
Britain’s most famous airfields takes 
place on June 26-27. 

It will be a celebration of the bravery 
of the RAF pilots who tackled the 
Luftwaffe during the famed Battle of 
Britain, which started on July 10, 
1940, and lasted for 82 days. 

On September 1, a heavy raid on 
RAF Biggin Hill saw a direct hit on 
the operations room, killing 39 people.

Kent, the skilful pilots drove back the 
German onslaught. 

Now, seven decades later, they are 
being remembered in one of the finest 
airshows in the country. 

The daily flying display will repli¬ 
cate the 1940s scene with an airfield

attack by a Messerschmitt 109 fighter 
and will be defended by Hurricanes 
and Spitfires. 

The RAF will be at the event, with 
the Red Arrows and freefall parachute 
team The Falcons both in action. 

The Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight will take pride of place in the 
viewing enclosures and will fly the 
famous Lancaster bomber each day. 

Four of the fighters involved - two 
Spitfires and two Hurricanes - will 
take part in the Battle of Britain sce¬ 
nario as well as a unique tail chase 
display with the Spitfire and Typhoon.

Lovers of the modem warplane are 
also well catered for with the inclusion 
of an Alphajet of the French Air Force; 
a General Dynamics F-16 fighter of 
the Belgian Air Force; and Royal New 
Zealand Air Force Boeing 757 to 
remember the 127 Kiwi pilots who 
fought with the Allies with the loss of 
14 in battle. 

There will be plenty in the air with 
six continuous hours of seamless dis¬ 
play flying on both days. 

The chapel has been fitted with 
illuminated panels with the names of 
all those who paid the supreme sacri¬ 


fice while serving at Biggin Hill. 

There will also be a funfair. Tickets 
can be bought at www.bigginhillair- 
fair.co.uk or by telephone on 01959 
572277. 

They cost £18 for adults in 
advance and £23 on the day, 
plus children under 15 get i 
free with a paying adult witn a max¬ 
imum of three per adult. On-site 
parking is also free. 

There is a grandstand cost¬ 
ing £16 in advance on top of the 
entry price, or £19 on the day 
plus entry, subject to availability.

Photographer tells of fascinating ioumev for new book

AN AWARD-winning photogra¬ 
pher has produced an unusual 
book of pictures of children from 
almost every country in the world 
who are now living in Britain, 
including several in Kent, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Caroline Irby produced A Child from 
Everywhere, saying it was the fruit of a year 
spent travelling around the UK. 

She said: “I eventually found children from 
185 of the world’s 192 countries, all of whom 
appear in this book. 

“Three of the children who took part now live 
in Kent, children from Monaco, Uzbekistan 
and Sierra Leone. 

“Collectively, they gave a fascinating and 
often humorous insight into the effects of 
globalisation. 

“Even 10 years ago this project would have 
been impossible: the UK has long been a focus 
of immigration but never on this scale - never 
before have we experienced almost the whole 
world converging on these islands.” 

Expression 

Tracking her down to another photographic 
assignment in deepest Peru, we asked 
Caroline what the idea was behind producing 
such an unusual book. 

She said: ‘Tve travelled a lot, and wherever I’m 
working I tend to tell the story through the chil¬ 
dren I meet. I feel they give the most sensitive, 
and maybe most accurate expression of what is 
happening in almost any given situation. 

“I’ve listened to and photographed children 
in Sierra Leone and Haiti, Darfur and 
Kashmir... right now I’m in Peru, document¬ 
ing the lives of children in a slum suburb of 
Lima for Unicef. 


“But you don’t have to travel far to find a 
good story - or a child’s perspective on it. 

“I wanted the spread of children taking part 
in this project to broadly reflect the diaspora 
of immigrants across the UK: whilst many 
have settled around the capital and in major 
cities across the country, it is also possible to 
find a family from Chile living in a Scottish 
archipelago, or a boy from Sao Tome [an 
African island] in a Midlands market town. 

“And so I travelled from the Orkney Isles to 
the Isle of Wight and from Belfast to Cornwall 
- taking in Kent along the way - in my search 
for these children from everywhere. 

“Of the estimated 565,000 migrants who 
arrive in the UK each year, 26,000 of them are 
children. The numbers are often analysed in the 
media, but for eveiy number there’s a stoiy.” 

So what of the children now in Kent? 

Caroline said: “I found these three children, 
who live in Kent, through the Commonwealth 


Secretariat for the one from Sierra Leone, 
BBC World Service for the Uzbek child, and 
the Embassy of Monaco.” 

And what do the youngsters themselves 
make of their new-found fame? 

Shaquille, 11, from Sierra Leone, now living 
in Bexley, said: “I went back a few months ago. 
There wasn’t much electricity. People carry 
baskets of water on their head and play foot¬ 
ball on hard sand and rocks, in slippers. 

“Living there would be quite crazy. For me, 
coming from England, not used to seeing all of 
this - it would take a while to get used to it.” 

Shereene, eight, from Uzbekistan and now 
Orpington, said: “My mum and dad work for 
the BBC. I’d like to be an author or a poetess 
like JK Rowling. This is a poem I wrote, 
Hopping Spring. I wrote it in wintertime 
because I was excited about spring. 

Hopping spring, hopping spring 

Let all the bunnies bounce 


The trees wailing like the sun 
And the postman is mailing all the letters 
Let’s hop and hop like a rabbit 
Let’s plant some pots in the teapot 
Let’s enjoy the breeze as it goes past the pots 
as we eat jelly tots 

“I wrote it in wintertime because I was excited 
about spring, imagining how it would be like.” 

And with the help of mum Laurence, 
Elliott, three, from Monaco, and now Beckenham, 
said: “It’s a tiny country - they say it’s the size of 
Hyde Park. I think there’s only about 7,000 
nationals so not many passport holders. 

‘When I go through immigration I often get, 
‘Ooh I’ve never seen one of those before, let’s 
have a look at your passport.’” 

Caroline laughed: “Elliott had a lot to say 
when I took his pictures - mostly telling me I 
was doing it wrong.”

ALTERING THE MINDSET 


Medical anthropology student DAVE KING argues that psychedelic drugs have 
medical benefits and deserve more than the stigma they are currently attracting 


L AST month I flew to California 
for a medical conference, host¬ 
ed by the Multidisciplinary 
Association for Psychedelic 
Studies (Maps). 

The event saw around 1,200 participants from 18 
countries gather for more than 90 presentations. 

Substantial media coverage contributed to a 
growing awareness that psychedelic drugs deserve 
more than the stigma they currently attract. 

The conference revealed a wealth of govern¬ 
ment-approved scientific studies showing 
psychedelic drugs such as psilocybin 
(magic mushrooms) and LSD to be 
extremely beneficial in psychothera¬ 
peutic settings. This is perhaps not 
so surprising - these drugs were 
utilised within psychotherapy on 
a huge scale before they escaped 
from the laboratory to the cultur¬ 
al revolution of the 60s. 

It is also common knowledge 
that other ‘illicit’ drugs have 
medicinal value; heroin is used as a 
painkiller under the name ‘diamor- 
phine’, methamphetamine is given to 
children with ADHD, and ketamine is 
used as an alternative anaesthetic when 
blood pressure must be kept stable. 

So, why is this big news? The more that we see 
psychedelics through a scientific lens the more 
one must start to accept these substances are not 
quite what we have been led to believe. If one 
stops thinking of psychedelic drugs as simply ‘illic¬ 
it’, and instead thinks of them as ‘medicinal’, one 
must naturally begin to look at the results of med¬ 
ical trials and scientific examinations. 

These trials do not really support the prevalent 
image of psychedelics as valueless generators of 
delusion, or as simple ‘madness-makers’. 

As for the physiological dangers, the classical 
psychedelics do not appear to cause any damage 
to the human body. They are not toxic to any vital 
physiological or metabolic process and so one can¬ 
not overdose on them. They are also not addictive; 
their use is not accompanied by either cravings or 
withdrawal symptoms on cessation of use. 

Indeed, one of their most useful tendencies in psy¬ 
chotherapy is to diminish the addictive hold of com¬ 



monly-abused drugs such as heroin and alcohol. 

Many researchers have found psychedelics such 
as ayahuasca and ibogaine to be of invaluable 
assistance to psychotherapeutic processes, includ¬ 
ing the treatment of depression, OCD and anxiety. 

What about ‘bad trips’? LSD is currently being 
used in Switzerland to alleviate anxiety in 
patients with terminal illness. 

I asked Dr Peter Gasser, the researcher behind 
this study, whether the anxiety had ever led to 
any negative reactions under LSD. He replied 
that yes, some patients had experienced difficult 
trips, but that they all came back without much 
hesitation to take part in a second session. 
Sometimes the difficult trips are ulti¬ 
mately the most valuable, even if they 
aren’t the most fun. 

As with all things, I believe the best 
policy should be based on assistance, 
education and honesty. Our schools 
should certainly not be encouraging 
use of psychedelic drugs, but neither 
should they be propagating partial 
truths (which are no truths at all). 

There will be people who are going 
to choose to use these drugs, outside 
of medical settings, and the best way 
to minimise negative repercussions is 
to be honest and open about their effects. 
Rather than ignoring the fact that many 
young people will experiment with drugs 
during their lives we should perhaps be teaching 
teenagers how to help somebody through a diffi¬ 
cult psychedelic experience. 

A trip can be an extraordinarily powerful, life¬ 
changing experience - and psychedelics are not 
toys to be played with - but people will play with 
them and we must offer honest, holistic and prac¬ 
tical education if we are to expect young people to 
make their decisions wisely. 

The University of Kent has a Psychedelics 
Society www.ukcpsychedelics.co.uk) that offers 
advice, information, and weekly open-lectures by 
a diverse selection of experts. 

I think it is important that we all try to take a 
step back from presupposition, misinformation 
and stigma and begin to look at these drugs in a 
new context.

Commissioner 
is just the job 

ANNE Barnes, chairwoman of 
the Kent Police Authority, is quite 
wrong when she claims the 
Government’s proposals for elected 
police commissioners are driven 
“purely by dogma”. 

On the contrary, this policy is 
evidence-driven - and part of the 
copious evidence is my own experi¬ 
ence of this feeble organisation. 

The KPA is hopeless at effective 
public consultation. 

Just like Kent County Council, 
Thanet District Council and Kent 
Police themselves (the so-called 
‘community safety partners’) 
they seem to think that a lot of 
glossy leaflets, press photo-opportu¬ 
nities and time-wasting meetings 
constitute effective public 
engagement. 

It is hopeless at holding the police 
to account at virtually every level: 
policing of the Kingsnorth demon¬ 
strations; the their poor record in 
keeping to Freedom of Information 
legislation; the rudeness of senior 
officers to members of the public; 
the persistent misrepresentation by 
the police of crime statistics; or the 
previous chief constable’s expensive 
travel to work arrangements. 

Moreover, we should not get too 
excited by their cumbersome 
process of selecting a new chief con¬ 
stable and Mrs Barnes’ expressions 
of confidence in the man they even¬ 
tually chose, Mr Ian Learmonth. 

A quick check of Her Majesty’s 
Chief Inspector of Constabulary’s 
assessments of his current force, 
Norfolk, shows that it performs 
exactly as Kent Police have per¬ 
formed in every category that is 
assessed. So he is no better and no 
worse than the last chap. 

I wish Mr Learmonth well in his 
new post, but it would make his 
task easier if he were subject to 
effective, constructive challenge 
from a high-powered elected com¬ 
missioner rather than a bunch of 
well-meaning retired brigadiers, 
county councillors and magistrates.

Farm horrors 
for all to see 

Animal Aid has released a shocking 
new factory farming film featuring 
grim scenes shot secretly in 
randomly-selected farms across the 
UK during the last three years. 

Scenes include young pigs looking 
for sustenance in a trough filled 
with faeces, and a bin full of dead 
sheep and lambs. 

These images support Animal 
Aid’s argument that modem 
animal farming presents a signifi¬ 
cant threat to human health, as 


well as an intolerable burden upon 
the animals themselves. 

The film is supported by a new 
booklet called Is Factory Farming 
Making You Sick?, which was 
produced with the assistance 
of globally-recognised expert 
Dr Michael Greger, the Humane 
Society international’s director 
of public health and animal 
agriculture. 

It describes 12 major diseases 
that start in factory farm settings, 
but may go on to harm and even 
kill people. 

They include salmonellosis, 
Campylobacter infection, BSE, bird 
flu and swine flu. 

Swine flu has killed more than 
18,000 people around the world, 
while in the UK alone it is estimat¬ 
ed that salmonella and Campylobac¬ 
ter are responsible for around 
450,000 cases each year.

IT HAS taken three years for Skoda to 
get around to following up the previous 
generation Fabia vRS hot hatch, so the 
expression 'eagerly awaited’ can’t be 
understated. 

And that’s just the trade; dealers couldn’t get enough 
of a little Czech/cheque pocket rocket that was as fast 
as it was frugal thanks to a 130bhp diesel under the 
bonnet. And they couldn’t source enough second-hand 
to satisfy demand either, especially of the final batch 
which usually came with leather and high spec. 

However, its replacement will be a quite different 
beast when it arrives next month, as it will use petrol 
this time - the VW group’s high-revving ‘twin charger’ 
1.4-litre unit developing 180bhp. 

With both turbocharging and supercharging, this 
develops sparkling performance across the rev range 
and a 0-62mph sprint in 7.3 seconds. 

Importantly though for today’s market, mpg can also 
average in the mid-40s. 

The driving sensation will also be enhanced by 
Skoda parent VW’s acclaimed twin-clutch DSG gear¬ 
box, which allows fully auto operation in boring town 
traffic, or full seven-speed manual selection via the 
shift column or steering wheel paddles when the driv¬ 
er wants to exploit a clear road. 

The new vRS is the fastest production Fabia ever 


built and available as an estate as well as a hatchback 
this time. 

I don’t rate the load-lugger’s styling much so I’m 
curious to see how many of these ‘sporting supermini 
estates’ Skoda actually sells. 

Prices are extremely competitive though, as you 
would expect from Skoda - a regular at or near the top 
in customer satisfaction polls. 

The five-door hatch will be £15,700 - the estate cost¬ 
ing an extra £795. Both come with 17-inch custom 
Gigaro alloys and have LED daylight running lights 
and full vRS body kit for a sporty appearance. 

Customers can also choose an optional white or 
black roof with a range of body colours, including the 
new ‘Rallye Green’ inspired by the Skoda Fabia S2000 
rally car. 

The vRS cabin boasts figure-hugging vRS sports 
seats, a three-spoke multi-function steering wheel 
with radio controls and paddles for changing gear and 
MDI (Multi-Device Interface) for use with iPods and 
other mp3 players.

BMW’s cleanest and greenest 3-Series ever 
has completed a record-breaking journey 
from the UK to Munich and virtually back 
home - on one tank of fuel. 

Filled up at the Channel Tunnel, the new 
BMW 320d EfficientDynamics Saloon 
made it to BMW’s German head office city, 
then as far as Lille in France on the return 
leg - 1,013 miles in total - before needing a 
refuel. 

This feat by motoring journalist and TV 
presenter Tom Ford didn’t use efficient 
driving techniques such as coasting or 
deliberately slow speeds, though he 
switched off the air con and radio as a 


fuel-saving concession and stuck to normal 
motorway speeds. This meant an average 
speed of 59.3mph for the trip, with BMW’s 
most eco-friendly 3-Series upholding its 
official combined figure of 68.9mpg and 
C02 emissions of only 109g/km. 

Ford said: “I was prepared for this car to 
fail in the real world. Although I did try and 
be careful and drive in a feather-footed man¬ 
ner, I did cruise at a reasonable 65ish mph 
on the autoroutes and autobahns. 

“Think about it in the context of everyday 
motoring; comfortably more than 1,000 
miles on one tank of diesel means just 12 
fills a year for the average motorist.” 


Feelgood factor of Fiat 500C 

POSSIBLY the most fun convertible on sale, the 
Fiat 500C has won another award - this time 
for its Feelgood Playlist. 

The playlist, in which music lovers choose top 
tracks to share with others, took the Automotive 
categoiy at the Revolution music awards. 

Music past and present is a good complement 
to the little Fiat hatchback, which has revived 
the Italian car giant’s fortunes with retro-style 
looks that echo a 1950s/60s predecessor.

TOYOTA might lead the hybrid 
drive sector, but it knows where 
the real profits lie for now - ‘green¬ 
ing’ more conventional models. 

So its UK best-seller, the three and five-door 
Yaris supermini (from £10,245) gained a 
makeover and eco-friendly ‘Toyota Optimal 
Drive’ engine technology overall to boost 
power while cutting emissions and ownership 
costs - all Yaris models now attract zero road 
tax in year one and £20 or £30 thereafter. 

And while Toyota Optimal Drive might sound 
like marketing spin, it represents a package of 
better combustion efficiency, lower engine and 
transmission weight and reduced friction to 
deliver greater efficiency and economy 

But the stand-out powerplant in the revised 
range is the test car here, the new lOObhp 1.33- 
litre petrol engine with automatic ‘Stop and 
Start’ delivering a combined fuel consumption 
figure of 55.4mpg and 120g/km of C02. 

This stops the engine automatically when 
neutral is selected and the clutch is released, 
as in heavy traffic or when stopped at the 
lights, but restarts smoothly as soon as the 
clutch is depressed. 

Toyota says the feature plus Optimal Drive 
technology enables the six-speed manual 1.33- 
litre to deliver some 20 per cent better fuel 
economy than the 1.3-litre unit it replaced. 

The new engine is not only claimed to be 
leaner and meaner than rival 1.2-litre units, 
but pokier than some 1.4-litre contenders; the 
1.33 delivers 35 per cent more power than 
the Renault Clio 1.2 and about 25 per cent 
more than the new Ford Fiesta and Vauxhall 
Corsa 1.2s. 

It certainly feels more peppy and nimble and 
it is nice not to have the noise and weight of 
a diesel upfront while still getting excellent 
fuel consumption, though the 1.33 is not the

quietest engine and the Yaris chassis is 
outclassed by the Ford Fiesta, new VW Polo 
and Vauxhall Corsa. Toyota tweaked the exist¬ 
ing three-cylinder 1.0-litre WT-i petrol and 
1.4-litre D-4D diesel (from £11,125) Yaris units 
too for better combined cycle fuel consumption 
and emissions - 56.5mpg/118g/km and 
68.9mpg/109g/km respectively. There is also a 
fuel-efficient six-speed MultiMode transmis¬ 
sion available, offering either automatic or 
sequential manual gear changes. 




Standard Yaris kit includes adjustable 
leather trimmed steering wheel with audio 
controls, electric front windows, remote central 
locking, rear seats with slide and recline func¬ 
tion - and 60:40 split-fold and ‘Toyota Easy 
Flat’ one-touch folding system. 

The Yaris cabin is incredibly roomy for its 
class, though the trade-off is a smaller boot 
than normal. The controls are logical but not 
everyone will be happy with the centrally- 
mounted speedo and gauges.

Seat Leon FR 


DON’T laugh, but I bought a fairly 
basic Ford Sierra once. 

I needed a reliable runabout and this one 
had been cared for meticulously. The previous 
owner even had a logbook showing every 
gallon of petrol it had used. 

But it was joyless to own, with a just 
adequate 1.6-litre petrol engine and ‘L’ spec 
and that horribly anonymous mid-blue colour, 
favoured by Ford and British Leyland, dubbed 
‘Rep Blue’ by the trade because it was a 
default choice for ‘Sierra man’ - the archetyp¬ 
al sales rep. 

The memory came back as I surveyed 
the gorgeous Seat Leon FR delivered for road 
testing and decked out in what the Spanish 
Auto Emocion brand calls ‘Speed Blue’. 

This is rep blue reborn as a £550 option from 
Seat’s so-called custom palette, which looks 
suspiciously like a range of what the trade also 
used to call ‘base colours’ ie the non-metallics. 


But here’s a thing; Seats invariably look 
great in these colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the grey and gloomy 
motoring hell that was two decades of shades 
of silver and grey metallic. 

So there I was, faced with one of the most 
stunning five-door hatchbacks on the road, in 
Rep/Speed Blue and shod with totally appro¬ 
priate wheels -18-inch Orion black alloys at 
an extra £510. 

This is a car that turns heads and it’s not 
even Seat’s hottest Leon - the Cupra is the 
performance flagship. 

Nevertheless, the FR looks fiery enough 
with its coupe-style lines - the eye is fooled by 
rear door handles being concealed within the 
door frame - and twin chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the sumptuous stitched leather wheel 
with flattened alloy section at the bottom of the 
arc - ‘FR’ is neatly let into a gap in the spokes. 

The upholstery also has tasteful red stitch¬ 


ing, but then things unravel - the rest of the 
cabin is dull; it is durable, but the door 
cappings and handles look and feel cheap, the 
edges of the door pockets are too flexible, 
the centre console cup holders and stowage 
are poorly arranged and the dashboard is 
generally drab. 

What a shame, especially as the Leon cabin 
is a practical and spacious one in spite of the 
sporty exterior lines. 

And a shame too when the car is a bom 
entertainer, sitting on the familiar and excel¬ 
lent VW Golf platform and using well-known 
VW powertrains, yet somehow infused with 
the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with its 
170PS (167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel mated 
with a six-speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but this 
automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for a 
sporting car in the real world: it changes itself 
when you are bogged down in heavy traffic,

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but you can race through the gears yourself on 
a clear road by knocking the shift over and 
changing up and down sequentially or by 
using Fl-style paddles on the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual 
version, taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, 
and only marginally worse on fuel. 

Either DSG mode is smooth and the FR’s 


grip and handling are well-tuned, yet the chas¬ 
sis is no bone shaker. 

Nor will this diesel version cost a packet to 
run; providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car.

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Hi gh-speed service 
j umps on board bid 
for 2018 World Cup

Could scandal put an end 
to football coming home? 


A MONTH ago the England 2018 bid was tick¬ 
ing along quite nicely. With some 50 years since 
the nation last hosted the tournament, and a 
high-profile failed bid to host the 2006 bid, 
many suspecting this could be England’s turn. 

Yet while the stadia are in place, and memo¬ 
ries of the success of Euro 96 still relatively 
fresh in people’s memories, Fifa’s executive 
committee may well frown upon the recent 
scandal of Lord Triesman who seemed to 
suggestion corruption on the part of Spain and 
Russia in fixing match outcomes. 

It was a poorly timed story which did huge 
harm to the bid’s reputation. 

Spain is jointly bidding with Portugal, as 
are Holland and Belgium; Russia also goes 
head-to-head with the USA and Australia. 

For the past two World Cups, Fifa implement¬ 
ed a continent rotation policy - the first 
awarding Africa 2010 and the second South 
America in 2014. South Africa and Brazil, 
respectively, emerged triumphant. 

That, however, was scrapped in 2007, but the 


two previous continents can not bid again 
for the next two World Cups. The 2018 and 
2022 World Cups will both be awarded at a 
Fifa meeting in Zurich this December. 

England should remain confident though. 

It has a domestic game the envy of the world, 
and world-class stadia already in place. The 
London 2012 Olympics will greatly enhance the 
infrastructure for such major events, too. 

The bigger question is more likely to be 
whether Fifa would prefer to push into territories 
previously unchartered - and therefore poten¬ 
tially more lucrative, such as Australia; make 
another bid to turn the US onto the sport; or 
capitalise on the hunger for the sport in Europe. 

The reality, is that, as ever, it is likely to hinge 
as much on a political and financial motive than 
one made purely for the love of the game. 

Like the Olympics, the financial knock-on 
effect for the host nation can be considerable, 
while the tournament continues to deliver a 
huge surge in the UK even when hosted 
elsewhere. 


EUROSTAR has thrown its backing 
behind England’s stop-start bid to 
land the right to host the Fifa World 
Cup in 2018 . 

The high-speed passenger train service 
confirmed it was the latest brand to commit to 
supporting the bidding process by signing up as 
what is known as a ‘Tier 2’ sponsor. 

Tier 2 sits below the main commercial part¬ 
ners of Morrisons, British Airways, Umbro, 
PriceWaterhouseCoopers and BT. 

Eurostar will now join the ranks of support 
organisations which include publisher 
Haymarket, power firm npower, and communi¬ 
cations giants Weber Shandwick. 

It further boosts Eurostar’s sports portfolio 
which recently saw it become a Tier 3 sponsor - 
and take on the title of‘international rail servic¬ 
es provider’ - for London 2012, in a deal struck 
with the London Organising Committee for the 
Olympic Games. 

Eurostar’s links to the Continent makes the fit 
straightforward - and could boost towns on its 
route - among them Ashford and Ebbsfleet. 

Eurostar’s commercial director, Nick Mercer, 
said: “With London directly linked to the 
European high-speed network it is a complete 
no-brainer that Eurostar should become a part¬ 
ner in Fifa’s England 2018 bid. 

“Eurostar excels at carrying large numbers of 
people city centre to city centre. 

“Access to the candidate host cities by rail is 
easy from St Pancras International being next 
door to King’s Cross and with main London sta¬ 
tions linked by Underground. Eurostar is also 
able to respond quickly to demand and run extra 
services or indeed special charters.” 

Involvement 

England 2018 Bid’s CEO Andy Anson said: 
“The fact that England is easy to get to and 
easy to get around is an important selling 
point of our bid. 

“Eurostar is a fitting example of our world- 
class transport system and we are delighted to 
be working with them for the remainder of this 
campaign.” 

The news will be a boost to a bid suffering from 
a recent scandal which threatened to derail it. 

Lord Triesman - then head of the bid and 
chairman of the Football Association - was 
exposed in a national newspaper apparently 
suggesting some of the bidding team’s rival 
nations were trying to fix matches. 

Although Fifa has confirmed it will investigate 
the claims, the negative tactics have reflected 
poorly on the 2018 bidding team’s efforts. 

Football fans in Kent will already be aware of 
Eurostar’s involvement at a more local level.

WITH the economy so fragile and in need of some tender loving 
care right now the World Cup’s arrival on the scene can be nothing 
other than a useful shot in the arm. 

Because while England may prove to still be a long way from 
world beaters, and our players overpaid and under-performing, 
the fact we will all be glued to our screens and fully engaging with 
the event will, once again, prove the World Cup is a commercial 
godsend. 

The feelgood factor so often talked about will be very apparent 
as we, as a nation, hold our breath and pray it doesn’t all go to 
penalties. 

Even if England’s stay in South Africa is limited to just the first 
two weeks of the tournament then the boost to the economy will 
remain immense. 

Supermarkets will see their tills ringing, pubs and clubs will 
see profits rising as we celebrate or drown our sorrows, electrical 
outlets will see a surge in sales of such luxury consumables as 
high-definition television sets. 

And crucially, if we do well, we will all feel like spending again. 

And if we spend again - albeit for just two short weeks - well, the 
fragile economy will be strengthened by it. 

It is easy to mock it, or understate it, but the economy will 
take pretty much any positive it can right now. After all, an 
England success - if only by scraping wins against the minnows 
of Algeria - may be one of the few perks we get this year. 

Of course, there’s a flip side to all of this, too. Employers find 
themselves walking a fine line in terms of ensuring maximum 
productivity during these difficult periods and employees’ preoccu¬ 
pation with what will be playing out in the stadia of South Africa. 

There will be the issue too, of staff throwing ‘sickies’ to watch the 
games. 

Yet a firm, but fair approach - ideally with the issues addressed 
in good time with staff, and seen to be handled fairly for those 
non-football following employees - should hopefully ensure 
positive outcomes all round. 

And who knows... if England win, our businesses may be spared 
the inevitable disappointment of a penalty shoot-out come the end 
of the next financial year.

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Flybe’s new daily 
Manchester flight 
boost for Mansion 


FIRST it was Edinburgh, 
and now Manchester has 
been added to the schedule 
at Manston. 

As bagpipes sounded to the launch of 
the first-ever flight to Edinburgh from 
Manston last week, domestic airline 
Flybe confirmed it was to roll out a 
year-round service to Manchester. 

Running six-days a week, one-way 
fares will cost from £24 including 
taxes and charges. The services will 
take off on September 6. 

The news will come as a further 
boost to the airport which continues 
to be positioned as something of a 
potential savour to the whole of 
Thanet as it looks to breathe new life 
into that part of east Kent. 

Crucially, it becomes a further play¬ 
er in the county’s enviable transport 
links. 

Ironically, while the Continent is 
now easily accessible, it is services 
within the UK and those provided by 
the high-speed rail service slashing 
times into London and offering 
routes direct to St Pancras, which 
is fuelling much commercial 
interest in the county both as a 
place to do business and from 
which to be based. 

Evidence 

Coming out of the recession, 
business leaders have long since 
pointed to the importance of the 
county being ready to fire on 
all cylinders when the economic 
situation eases. 

The new service will be operat¬ 
ed by the airline’s Bombardier 
Q400 aircraft and, say officials 
for the airline, reinforces Flybe’s 
commitment to Kent and to its 
presence at Manston. 

Mike Rutter, Flybe’s chief com¬ 
mercial officer, said: “This addi¬ 
tional service, coming so soon 
after the launch of our new 
Scottish route, is further evidence 
of our commitment to Manston and 
reiterates our contribution to assist¬ 
ing the airport’s future growth.” 

Tom Wilson, chief executive of 
Infratil Airports Europe, the owner 
and operator of Manston, said:

Edinburgh has shown that there is 
strong latent demand from across 
Kent for flights from a hassle-free 
regional airport like Manston and 
Flybe’s decision recognises that 
commercial reality.

Rail freight buyout by Eurotunnel 


EUROTUNNEL has bought the 
third largest British rail freight 
operator, GBRf, from international 
transporter FirstGroup pic. 

Eurotunnel chief executive Jacques 
Gounon said: “Eurotunnel has 
always been a major link between 
the UK and France. The acquisition 
of GBRf is a further expression of our 
commitment to the United Kingdom 
and of our confidence in the potential 
that it holds. 


“Growing concerns about the envi¬ 
ronment and the increasing need for 
freight transport over both long and 
short distances mean that rail freight 
is a buoyant market.” 

Eurotunnel says the acquisition, 
completed without any increase in 
debt, is in line with its development 
strategy which aims to develop a 
leading position in the European rail 
freight market in the future. 

The UK rail freight market has 


seen an annual growth between 1995 
and 2008, averaging four per cent. 

London-based GBRf was created 
by its current managing director, 
John Smith, who made the company 
one of the most efficient in the sector. 

GBRf is a profitable business 
employing 299 people, and it gener¬ 
ated £56 million revenue in 2009. 

Its customer list includes 
Bombardier, British Gypsum, EDF 
Energy and DRAX. 
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WESTWOOD Cross is undergoing 
a major investment programme as 
it approaches its fifth birthday.

Design for £2 milli on 
restaurant is revealed 


THIS is the latest piece in Folkestone’s 
regeneration jigsaw. 

These are planning pictures for an ambitious 
£2 million seafood restaurant to be built on the 
town’s harbur. 

The 430 sq m design was drawn by local practice 
Guy Hollaway Architects on behalf of the 
Folkestone Harbour Company.

Council chiefs at Shepway have given the 
building the green light, while plans for the wider 
development are due to be submitted next year. 

The striking contemporary building, which will 
house a restaurant and bar, will cantilever out 
over the town’s harbour. It will replace the existing 
Cabin Cafe and Jetty’s Bar. 

Large terraces will be created along the length of 
the ground and first floors, and 
top quality seafood and locally- 
caught fish will be served. 

It is hoped it will provide a key 
stone in making the harbour a 
destination venue for both locals 
and visitors. 

A large glazed fagade will 
allow passers-by to see into the 
kitchen and out through to the 
harbour, while the ground floor 
is raised to mitigate the effects

Ownership the 
Simon building 



HE has been called one of the most 
powerful businessmen in Kent, with 
a self-made fortune and a keen 
business mind. 

But Simon Hume-Kendall claims 
to be a man at peace with himself. 

A happy home life and thriving 
local investments, he runs Bewl 
Water and is a key figure in political 
circles. 

Yet his mission is far from over. 
CHRIS BRITCHER meets the 
man who has his eye on splashing 
out more millions on sites across 
the county - particularly his home 
town of Tunbridge Wells and the 
regeneration area of Thanet... 
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INTERVIEW 


W ERE there to be a row of metaphorical 
pies lined up across the business spec¬ 
trum, then Simon Hume-Kendall 
would have so many fingers in them it 
would be difficult for him to find a 
spare digit with which to point. 


A former shipping magnate, 
he today owns property, hotels, 
leisure attractions - his Kent 
Attractions company runs Bewl 
Water and Lamberhurst Vineyard 
- is involved in a Football League 
club, was once a senior figure in 
a major national media organi¬ 
sation, and is a senior figure in 
the local Conservative Party. 

Little wonder then he is often 
dubbed one of the county’s most 
powerful businessmen. 

What’s more, he shows no 
signs of slowing, admitting he is 
actively seeking to plough mil¬ 
lions of pounds into a number of 
ventures from his home town of 
Tunbridge Wells - he lives in 
nearby Lamberhurst - to 
Thanet, where he very much 
subscribes to the isle’s claim of 
being a sleeping giant in the 
South East’s commercial and 
tourism jigsaw 

Crucially, in an era when 
banks still hesitate before com¬ 
mitting to lend, Mr Hume- 
Kendall, 56, is a self-made mil¬ 
lionaire with cash in the bank 
and a host of tangible, bricks 
and mortar assets. 

He may shy away from reveal¬ 
ing the fall extent of his wealth, 
but it is fair to say he has a few 
quid tucked away, built on a 
bedrock of original investment 
in the oil and shipping indus¬ 
tries which allowed him to retire 
from the sector at the relatively 
tender age of 44, having seen 
the business rocket from noth¬ 
ing to eventually sell for billions 
of dollars. 

“I’ve never made a consider¬ 
able fortune compared to a lot of 
people because I’ve always dilut¬ 
ed my interests to lessen my 
risks and spread my invest¬ 
ments,” he explains as he strolls 
around his highest-profile Kent 
business - Bewl Water. 

“I’ve always been quite risk 
averse. I’ve prepared to share 
my equity on the bigger assets. 

“It’s like a real-life Dragons’ 
Den. You can give away a lot of 
what you’re doing because then 
you get the benefit of all this 
wisdom and contacts.” 

It’s a strategy which has served 
him well and which means he is 
not adverse to entering more 
joint ventures as he looks to 
develop his local portfolio. 

He admits he is actively in the 
hunt to buy the Pantiles in 
Tunbridge Wells - the Georgian 


shopping parade currently 
owned by property firm 
Targetfollow, but the subject of 
much speculation about its 
future - and the former ABC cin¬ 
ema site wliich sits, abandoned, 
in the centre of the spa town 
since previous efforts to trans¬ 
form it into a key commercial 
and leisure hub fell victim to the 
slump in the property market. 

It returned to the market this 
week with an £8 million price 
tag. 

And he is seeking “consider¬ 
able” investment witliin Thanet 
which he speaks about in terms 
his Tory chums at Kent County 
Council would consider very 
much the party line. 

“We’re in very significant 
investment programme now,” he 
admits. 

“We’re working closely with 
county and local authorities to 
provide funding of a very signifi¬ 
cant nature. 

“As tins new government push¬ 
es to release government-owned 
properties into the private sector, 
we intend, in the areas we know 
best, to see if we can’t create 
opportunities in wliich everyone 
can participate. So we’re looking 
at very, very sizeable invest¬ 
ments in this area. 

“Our name continues to be 
linked with the Pantiles and cin¬ 
ema site in Tunbridge Wells and 
sites in east Kent and Thanet 
and we don’t serve to deny any 
of those rumours. 

“We’re interested in investing 
in Kent and East Sussex.” 

Simon Hume-Kendall has 
spent all his life in and around 
west Kent. 

Bom in the area, his father 
“was a doctor who came from a 
family of doctors. My grandfather 
a lawyer and ditto with liim”. 

Yet his father died aged just 40 
when Hume-Kendall was 14 
leaving, he says, “no money”. 

Determined to succeed, and 
given a good education, the young 
Hume-Kendall studied tdstoiy at 
King’s College, London where he 
was to meet someone who would 
forever change his life. 

Because it was there a friend 
introduced him to the marine 
insurance business. He would 
join insurance giant Lloyds 
straight from university. 

“There I met the sons of lots of 
the big ship-owning families,” he 
explains, “who would send their 
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driving force that keeps 
his ever-growing empire

Attractions LLP which acquired Lamberhurst Holdings leisure-based 
assets, including the Smart and Simple Hotel in Tunbridge Wells. 

• 2007 - acquired Bewl Water from Southern Water and then deciding 
that the businesses were being taken in too diverse a direction, sold 
the Hop Farm. 

SIMON’S TOP TIPS 

As with all businessmen, there are those who praise and criticise Mr Hume- 
Kendall’s methods in equal measure. 

Yet the businessman says he builds his business approach cautiously 
and would advise anyone looking to follow in his footsteps to consider their 
attitude carefully.

sons to pick up the various disci¬ 
plines in their business and after six 
or seven very exciting years in Lloyds 
I decided to give ship-owning a try 
myself. 

“I teamed up with a young 
Norwegian who worked for Fred 
Olson - of the eponymous company - 
and we started building an off-shore 
drilling and liquid petroleum gas 
business. 

“We bought rigs in the North Sea 
and Asia and a few gas carriers and 
built a London-based fleet. We then 
took over the very old British ship¬ 
ping company Common Brothers 
which had a very large fleet. 

‘We built that up over the next 10 
years. Then I decided I wanted to run 
completely my own show which 
spawned Burren Energy which we 
would eventually sell to the Italian 
government for $3.5 billion in 2008. 

“Shipping is rather like property yet 
more so. It is a business where an 
individual, even in those days, could 
buy the hardware for a ship for many 
millions of dollars with many banks’ 
support as long as you could find 
guaranteed employment for that ship. 

“So it was a case of putting that 
critical asset to good use with a sub¬ 
stantial owner. So for a tanker to go 
to a major oil company, for example. 

“Even the small ships cost $10m 
upwards. You needed to secure equi¬ 
ty investment or guarantees from the 
financial world and leave yourself 
with a little bit of opportunity to cre¬ 
ate equity if value was derived from 
the ships. 

With the property market, which 
moves slowly up and down, shipping 
has very sharp peaks and troughs. If 
you hit the market right you could 
double your money in a year or two. 

“So if you had $10m in play there 
were plenty of opportunities to dou¬ 
ble that to $20m plus. But then just 
as many chances to post a $10m loss. 

“And we had plenty experience of 
both. But to the outside world it was 
all rather mesmerising. 

“In Britain, to see private individu¬ 
als play with such huge assets is very 


unusual especially as we were both 
under 30 when we started. In Greece, 
for example, it was nothing unusual. 

“At the beginning it was very 
exciting. These ships aren’t like being 
an investment banker when you can 
make more money, but you’re just 
shuffling papers around. 

‘You actually have the hardware to 
gaze at and be mesmerised by - or 
horrified by - depending on your pro¬ 
clivity. I’ve always dealt only in phys¬ 
ical assets and ownership of those. 

“When we sold our first shipping 
company in 1997 for a very large 
amount to a number of international 
institutions, I retired and moved to 
the country here, but wanted to 
involve myself in local industry.” 

And so he launched the English 
Wine Group - a venture he remains 


involved in although is no longer a 
director. We followed the same pat¬ 
tern,” he explained. 

We invested in the primary com¬ 
pany, acquired the assets of the vine¬ 
yard and got the business going and 
bought in a CEO. 

“Now it is a fabulous little business, 
brilliantly run by Frazer Thompson.” 

B EWL Water appeals to the 
fisherman in him (he admits 
the sport is his passion) and he 
has invested considerable 
sums into building up the leisure 
business which surrounds the pictur¬ 
esque reservoir in Lamberhurst. 

Yet when speaking to the business¬ 
man it is clear he has no intention of 
slowing down and his motivation 
remains constant. 


He said: “Money has never been a 
great motivator to me. I’ve always 
had a very nice life with what 
I’ve had. 

“It’s obviously nicer to have a car 
that starts than one that doesn’t, to 
take the taxi rather than the Tube 
and to holiday somewhere hot than 
stay at home. 

“But motivation has always been 
the excitement of the ownership of 
assets - I’ve owned, hotels, vine¬ 
yards, boats, whatever element I 
like to own tangible assets. 

“It gives me infinitely more fulfil¬ 
ment thinking I own something 
rather than recycling paper. It’s the 
ownership of the hardware. 


“If someone asked me would I 
like to start an internet company 
nothing could interest me less.” 

As for the future? 

His goals, he claims, are wider 
than personal gain. 

He says: “If you look at my CV I 
own a fair amount of property, I’ve 
had yachts, an estate in Scotland, 
homes across Europe, a family I 
don’t want to change, and an 
immensely happy home life. 

“As a passionate fisherman I can 
walk 20 yards out of my house and 
start fly-fishing. So I’ve scratched 
most itches. 

“All I want to see now is private 
enterprise thrive.”

Once complete, London Array will be the 
world’s first 1GW offshore wind farm. 

Sited in the Thames Estuary, the project 
will supply enough power for around 750,000 
homes - or a quarter of Greater London 
homes - and displace the emission of 1.9m 
tonnes of C02 every year. 

London Array will be built around 20km off 
the coasts of Kent and Essex. The wind farm 
will be installed on a 245km-squared site 
and will be built in two phases. 

Phase one, planned to be complete in 2012, 
will cover 90km2 and include 175 turbines 
with a combined capacity of 630MW. If 
approved, the second phase will add enough 
capacity to bring the total to 1,000MW. 

The project is being developed by a consor¬ 
tium comprising Dong Energy, E.ON and 
Masdar.

Beware contractual 
mine-field of leasing 



CLEAR VIEWS: Failure to get the right terms when agreeing a lease could prove to be costly 


ENTERING into a commercial 
property agreement right now can 
be something of a double-edged 
sword. 

With the market still volatile many portfo¬ 
lio owners are offering great deals to lure 
people in and get some return on properties 
which otherwise stand empty. 

Yet for those taking the plunge and moving, 
up, down or sideways, there are still impor¬ 
tant issues to bear in mind. Particularly 
when it comes down to that old chestnut of 
signing on the dotted line. 

For the uninitiated, failure to get the right 
terms agreed from the outset, or simply failing 
to ensure certain expected aspects of a contract 
are included can prove a costly mistake. 

“It sounds simple,” explains Glenn Godfrey 
of Kings Hill-based legal property firm Vertex 
Law, “but making sure you have the right 
terms in the lease for your business premises 
can help save you money in the long term. 

“The average length of a commercial lease 
is seven years, although terms of up to 25 
years are not uncommon so you must ensure 
the length of the lease suits your plan for the 
business. 

“If you are taking on an existing lease check 
how long it has left to run and whether it con¬ 
tains a right to a new lease at the end of the 
current term. 

“If there is only a short time left and there 
is no right to a new lease then you may need 
to approach the landlord with a view to nego¬ 
tiating a new one.” 

Richard Metcalfe, of Hadlow-based Metcalfe 
Stanley Hicks Chartered Building Surveyors, 
agrees you are better safe than sorry when it 
comes to signing commercial leases. 

He points to the potential problems business- 
owners find themselves facing if they do not 
take extra care of the small print when it comes 
to carrying out repairs on properties they rent. 

He explains: “Everybody who leases a com¬ 
mercial property needs to understand that 
unless you take appropriate steps before sign¬ 
ing the lease you will be responsible for repair¬ 
ing the property before you leave, regardless of 
its condition when you first occupy it. 

“Failing to understand the terms of your 
lease and its obligations can leave many busi¬ 
nesses facing substantial and unwelcome 
costs at the end of their term. 

“In the vast majority of cases it is the respon¬ 
sibility of the outgoing leaseholder to repair 
and reinstate the property before the end of 
the lease. In the absence of this the leasehold¬ 
er must compensate the landlord. 

“Getting the work done can be disruptive to 
the leaseholder’s business and may force 
them to vacate early. Negotiating a financial 


sum with the landlord can be difficult and 
involve substantial legal costs.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, given the firm’s 
line of business, they urge all to turn to a 
chartered surveyor at the point any deal is 
entered. But the potential pitfalls don’t end 
there for the uninitiated. 

As Glenn Godfrey of Vertex Law adds when 
it comes signing a new lease: “Stamp Duty 
Land Tax is payable on the grant of a new lease 
based on the rent payable over the lifetime of 
the lease, so the longer the lease the greater the 
Stamp Duty Land Tax liability is likely to be. 

“Some commercial leases are granted with 
a statutory right to a new lease - security of 
tenure - at the end of the lease term. 

“Leases up to 10 years tend not to be grant¬ 
ed with a right to a new lease, although it may 
be possible to negotiate with the landlord. 

Consent 

“Most leases allow the landlord to reassess 
the rent at set periods and maintain it at full 
market value, or rent can be reviewed by 
linking it to the turnover of the business.” 

He warns the landlord may ask, particular¬ 
ly if a business is run through a new compa¬ 
ny, that either the businessman or a third 
party provide a personal guarantee for the 
obligations under the lease. 

Alternatively, a deposit of between three 
and 12 months’ rent may be required. 

He adds: “Most leases require the tenant to 
maintain and repair at least part of the prem¬ 
ises so it is important you understand the 
extent of your obligation. 

“Make sure you do not have to deal with 
any disrepair caused before you occupied the 


premises. Often a new lease includes a series 
of photographs showing the premises at the 
start of the lease, leaving less room for argu¬ 
ment regarding the condition in which the 
premises are maintained. 

“Where premises form part of a larger build¬ 
ing the landlord may retain responsibility for 
the repair of the structure, the roof and the 
common parts of the building. They may also 
undertake maintenance of shared facilities. 

“In these circumstances a landlord will 
usually levy a service charge and it is impor¬ 
tant that it is assessed fairly and you under¬ 
stand what is included. If you are concerned 
over the condition of the premises, inform 
your solicitor and consider instructing a sur¬ 
veyor to carry out an inspection. 

“If you wish to sell or relocate during the 
lease term, there are two options open to you. 

‘You can transfer your lease to another 
party or grant a new lease to another party. 

“Usually the terms of a lease require the 
tenant to seek the landlord’s consent to either. 
Most leases allow some internal non-structur- 
al alterations but not structural alterations.” 

Richard Metcalfe concludes: “Too often busi¬ 
nesses believe that, as they are leasing rather 
than purchasing, there’s no need for a build¬ 
ing survey. This is a dangerous misconception 
and before signing any commercial lease you 
must obtain proper professional advice and 
quantify your liabilities. 

“As a lease nears its end, landlords also 
need to take appropriate legal advice and 
consult a chartered building surveyor. 

“A Schedule of Dilapidations must be pre¬ 
pared and served on the lessee in good time 
and sufficient detail.”

IOT a lot takes me by 
surprise in football after 
all the years I have been 
I associated with the sport, 
but Lord Triesman’s resignation 
as chairman of the Football 
Association certainly did. 

There’s been lots said and written about 
comments he was reported to have said, 
and while I wouldn’t want to get involved in 
details of that, what I would say is it was 
hugely regrettable and very sad as far as 
the individual was concerned. 

Lord Triesman and I get on extremely 
well, there’s no secret about that, but it has 
happened and we move on and at the FA 
we have moved on positively. 

The FA board sat down after we learned 
of Triesman’s resignation and it was decid¬ 
ed Roger Burden - of the National Game 
Board at the FA - would take over as sole 
acting chairman, while alongside my chair¬ 
manship of the Football Regulatory 
Authority I would take an acting position 
as chairman of the FA Council. 

As a board we will begin the selection 
process for finding a new chairman, but inde¬ 
pendency is to be looked at again - we may 
look into seeing if we can find someone who 
has a football background in our next 
appointment, but that might take some time. 

Triesman resigned not only from the FA 
but also in his role as chairman of England’s 
bid to host the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 

There’s no point making out what hap¬ 
pened was something we would have 
wished for, things were going well with 
2018 and suddenly we lose the chairman of 
our bid. But I have been quite impressed in

the last week or so with the way we have 
managed to speak to the vast majority of 
executive members at Fifa who will vote 
and I believe our bid, which is a very good 
one, is still very much on track and there’s 
no reason to believe it has been seriously 
affected by events of the last few weeks. 

While England’s performance in the 
World Cup, which starts in five day’s time, 
would, I’m sure, give a little boost to our 
2018 bid, it’s not based on performance, it is 
based on infrastructure and stadia and sta¬ 
bility in a country. One hopes those that 
judge us on what is an excellent bid, will 
make their decisions solely on that basis. 

T he expectancy for England in this 
World Cup is enormous. I think deep 
down there is a huge expectation 
amongst the public. The atmosphere for the 
Mexico game, which I was at, was electric. 

Perhaps the country needs the England 
team to do well for all sorts of social and 
economic reasons; maybe we could all do 
with some good news. 

There’s no doubt the country will benefit 
from the legacy of a World Cup. I would 
anticipate that if we were to have a success¬ 
ful tournament, in all aspects of participa¬ 
tion, we would see an uplift in Kent. 

The way we can maximise this opportuni-

ty is to ensure there are enough coaches to 
coach, enough clubs to join and in this coun¬ 
ty we have a good range of charter stan¬ 
dard clubs to do just that. 

The opportunity is there and a successful 
World Cup gives you that and I’m certain 
football wouldn’t pass that up. 

The one thing that concerns me is the 
future of some of our senior clubs who have 
seen their gates dwindle over the last cou¬ 
ple of years. There’s clearly a lot of hard 
work that needs to be done, and it won’t be 
easy, but the World Cup could help. I would 
encourage the senior clubs in Kent to be 
proactive and try and sit on the back of suc¬ 
cess with the publicity of the World Cup. 

If communities want their clubs to 
remain representing them, they have got to 
back them. If they don’t, they’ll lose them.

WHILE players, managers and even referees 
can dominate the headlines in football, one 
group of people who keep the whole show 
on the road are often overlooked. 

Particularly at grass-roots level, organ¬ 
ised football simply could not happen 
without the dedication of an army of 
volunteers working behind the scenes. 

Selflessly giving up their free time so 
others can enjoy the game, they are the 
glue which holds everything together. 

It is an issue the Football Association are 
attempting to address by launching a series 
of community awards which look to recog¬ 
nise the unsung heroes. 

One example is Mark Rogers, who won 
Kent’s Outstanding Contribution to 
Community Football prize last month for his 
work as secretary at the Sheppey Sunday 
League. In his four years in the role he has 
helped transform the league’s fortunes into a 
thriving competition. 

While acknowledging the award as an hon¬ 
our, Rogers was surprised to receive it. 

He said: “It’s something I never thought 
I’d see, you do it because you love what 
you’re doing.

After contract talks 
Hess sets sights on 
new Gills transfers 

AFTER holding talks with the out-of-contract 
players he wants to keep, Gillingham manager 
Andy Hessenthaler has turned his attention to 
transfer targets this week. 

The new Gills boss is aiming for a maximum of 21 
senior players in his squad next season. As it stands 
there are 13 players with contracts until at least 
next summer, while Barry Fuller, Garry Richards 
and Dennis Oli are considering new offers. 

Experienced duo Mark Bentley and Simon 
Royce were the final players to meet up with their 
new boss this week. Hessenthaler wants to keep 
the pair, but any contracts offered would be on a 
lower level than their previous deal. 

Terms 

If all the five players agreed terms it would give 
Hessenthaler a squad of 18 senior players. If no 
players are sold it leaves him with room for three 
additions. 

Top of the list is a striker to partner Simeon 
Jackson, the only player to reach double figures last 
season. Also required is a combative midfielder, 
which was the reason Adam Miller was released. 

Hessenthaler said: “Adam’s a good player but I 
think we perhaps need a different combination 
with Curtis Weston. I’m probably looking for 
someone with more experience of sitting in mid- 
field. Someone to do what Paul Smith used to do, 
I don’t think the squad has really got someone 
like that.” 

With Simon King’s return now put back until 
the autumn, the final position on the wish-list is 
a left-footed centre-half. Darren Dennehy, who 
spent the second half of last season on loan at the 
Gills, is a target, although the chances of a move 
depend on his parent club Cardiff City. 


Garden of England 


World Cup bound Glen 
Johnson is part of an 
exclusive Kent club to 
pla y in major finals

GLEN Johnson’s inclusion in the England World 
Cup squad allowed him to join an exclusive club, 
with far fewer members than the 23-man squad 
Fabio Capello selected for South Africa. 

The Liverpool right-back becomes the latest member in a 
highly select group of players from Kent to have gone to a 
World Cup. 

Paradoxically, although a trio of Irishmen with strong Kent 
connections have appeared in three different finals, Johnson, 
born in Greenwich but raised in Dartford, is believed to be the 
first to represent England. 

Maidstone-bom Andy Townsend, once of Welling United and 
now famed for his Tactics Truck and laser-sharp ITV punditry, 
played in all five games for the Republic in Italia 90 before he 
literally lit up USA 94 with his retina-frying blonde highlights. 

Tony Cascarino, from St Paul’s Cray, played in 1990, 94 and 
Euro 88 in Germany, not knowing at the time that his mother 
had been adopted, meaning he wasn’t a blood relative of the 
Irish grandfather who had made him eligible. 

In his autobiography, Cascarino admitted he was a “fake 
Irishman,” the same words Teddy Sheringham used to describe 
Townsend as the pair swapped some cutting edge banter in the 
ITV studio after England’s 5-1 win over Croatia last year. 

A third Irishman, Gary Breen, played in Japan and South 
Korea in 2002, a decade after the Hendon-bom defender made 
his professional debut for Maidstone United. 

The county’s strongest connection to a World Cup winner is 
probably George Cohen, who managed Tonbridge Angels in the 
mid-1970s, and now lives in Tunbridge Wells. 

Two Kent-born players who went on to play for Manchester 
United came close to appearing for England, but Yalding’s 
David Sadler, having won the European Cup with Manchester 
United in 1968, was cut from Sir Alf Ramsey’s squad for 
Mexico 1970. 

Gary Pallister was born in Ramsgate, but despite an 
England career that spanned from 1988 to 1996 he never 
played in a major tournament, a fate United’s latest Kentish 
recruit Chris Smalling will be anxious to avoid. 

A handful of players with Gillingham connections have 
appeared in qualifying games, including Wales’ Steve Lovell 
and Andrew Crofts and Northern Ireland’s Terry Cochrane.

NEW Dover Athletic manager Ian Hendon has com¬ 
pleted his first signing with the capture of defender 
Tom Wynter. 

Hendon, the former Barnet manager, penned a one- 
year contract with the Conference South side last 
week and has moved quickly to sign Wynter after he 
was released by ex-Dover manager Andy 
Hessenthaler at Gillingham. 

The 19-year-old can play at both full-back and in 
the centre of defence and is familiar with the Whites 
after enjoying a successful period on loan at the club 
last season. He is expected to sign a two-year deal at 
the club but won’t be able to join up with the squad 
until August when his contract ends at Gills. 

Dover chairman Jim Parmenter said: ‘We had a 
wanted list of three or four players and [Wynter] was 
among those.

Punishing timetable ‘manic’ 

savs frustrated Kent skin ner

KENT captain Rob Key has 
described this year’s domestic 
cricket schedule as a “nightmare” 
after a week that has seen his side 
play in all three formats. 

Key’s side started the week with a 58-run 
win against Scotland in the Clydesdale Bank 
40 on Bank Holiday Monday, before back-to- 
back Friends Provident t20 games at Essex on 
Wednesday night and Hampshire on 
Thursday night. 

After finishing the game at the Rose Bowl, 
the Kent squad travelled back to county in the 
early hours of Friday morning to begin a four- 
day game on the same day against 
Nottinghamshire at Tunbridge Wells. 

The exhaustive schedule, in which ‘rest 
days’ are usually consumed by travelling to 
and from grounds around the country, is a 
major challenge for Kent’s small staff, with 
any injuries acquired certain to prove crucial 
to their fortunes. 

Key, the Kent captain, was typically prag¬ 
matic about the situation, but is concerned 


about the impact on his already threadbare 
seam department. 

He told this newspaper: “It’s disappointing 
that we have to play a four-day game when we 
have just started Twenty20, it’s almost a bit of 
a comedown really. It’d be better to play 
Twenty20 all the way through. 

“It’s been a manic schedule all the way 
through and it has been really hard to be hon¬ 
est with you. We have been almost playing 
back-to-back championship games with the 
odd one-dayer thrown in the middle of it and 
now we have Twenty20. 

“I don’t think there is an issue about being 
able to change the way you play, I think it’s 
more about mentally going from high pressure 
games that these Twenty20 games are, travel¬ 
ling and then off to another one. It’s got to be a 
nightmare for a bowler hasn’t it? If you are a 
quick bowler trying to play under the current 
schedule, it’s very difficult.” 

If Key was holding back on his thoughts 
about the amount of games packed into such 
a short space of time, team-mate Darren 
Stevens was a bit more vociferous, labelling it 
as “ridiculous” and a “bit of a joke”. 

He said: “They crammed it all in at the 
start of the season; the game against 
Nottinghamshire is our eighth championship

game and it’s only June. It’s a joke really. 
There has got to be a lot more thinking and 
organising. 

“Our days off are travelling days which 
means we don’t get any training time. We have 
had a full week this week and it’s hard, but we 
are paid to play cricket and I suppose we’ll 
have to just get on with it.” 


Stupples eyes US Open 
after qualifying success 


KAREN Stupples will take her place 
in women’s golfs highest profile tourna¬ 
ment next month after successfully coming 
through qualifying for the US Women’s 
Open. 

The 36-year-old finished second in the 
36-hole event in Milton, Georgia, last week 
to claim one of the six spots up for grabs. 

It means Stupples, from Deal, will line up 
alongside the biggest names in women’s 
golf at Oakmont Country Club in 
Pennsylvania, next month. 

The US Women’s Open is the sport’s 
most prestigious title and with a prize fund 
of more than £2.7 million, it is also the 
most lucrative. 

Speaking from her home in Florida, 
Stupples admitted qualifying meant eveiy- 
thing. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “Honestly it’s the 
biggest tournament we play in. There are 
massive crowds, the organisers always do a 
good job and make you feel like you’re going 
to a special event. 

“If I hadn’t qualified I wouldn’t have 
watched it. I know what that’s like, I 
watched it just after I had [first child] Logan 
and it was one of the driving forces to get me 
back quicker. 

“I was jealous of all the girls that were 
playing, so it’s a relief to have got through.” 

The qualifying success came at the start of 
a hectic few weeks on the calendar, with the 
second Major of the season, the LPGA 
Championship, held later this month. After 
leading the season’s first Major - April’s 
Kraft Nabisco Championship - heading into 
the final round, Stupples will go into both 
events with genuine confidence of adding to 
her victory in the 2004 British Open. 

The US Women’s Open begins on July 8.

THE Mote have always had one of the best 
grounds in Kent and this season it looks as 
though they might have discovered a team 
to match. 

Going into the weekend’s fixtures the 
Maidstone side were top of the Kent League 
Premier Division table after four games, a dra¬ 
matic turnaround for a team languishing two 
divisions below just three season ago.

MIKE Conway is one of the luckiest men 
alive after he cheated death last weekend 
in an horrific 220mph crash in the famous 
Indy 500, writes Tom Howard. 

The 26-year-old from Sevenoaks miracu¬ 
lously escaped the shunt with fractures to 
his left leg and back, sidelining him for 
three months. For many the scenes would 
put them off the sport but Conway, who 
admitted he is lucky to be alive, is eager to 
get back behind the wheel.

The all-rounder, who also 
missed out on a place in the 
side for the recent ICC World 
Twenty20, did his prospects no harm in front of 
the television cameras on Wednesday night, hit¬ 
ting an unbeaten 49 to lead Kent to a thrilling six- 
wicket win against at Essex, but Stevens feels the 
door might just be shut on an England call. 

Surprised 

“I can’t do anything about it, all I can do is keep 
doing what I’m doing for Kent and if it ever comes 
about, and I’d be very surprised now, I would 
obviously take it with both hands,” he told Kent 
on Sunday. “I’m probably a little bit over the hill 
as they’d say; I’m 34 and they’ve got young lads 
that are getting in the side and doing well. 

“They’ve just won the Twenty20 World Cup, 
which was fantastic. If I ever got the chance it 
would be great, but at the moment I have just got 
to do as well as I can for Kent.” 

Often seen as a limited overs specialist, it’s in 
the County Championship where Stevens has 
been most impressive.

Stevens spends the majority of the winter play¬ 
ing cricket abroad, which included featuring in a 
Twenty20 competition in Zimbabwe earlier this 
year, but it was hard work with coach Paul 
Farbrace in the nets at Canterbury that he puts 
down to his good early season form. 

“I worked on a few things in the winter but it 
didn’t quite work out for me, I came back early 
season and worked on something else with Farby 
and it’s going nicely,” he said. “Four-day cricket 
has been going very well for me, batting at six 
down the order. It’s working for us, we have a 
couple of young lads that we sort of want to nurse 
in and we are going okay with it. 

“There’s lots more improvement to do and I’ll 
keep working out ways to get runs on each differ¬ 
ent pitch, but I’m loving it at the moment.” 

Having won the Twenty20 Cup with both 
Leicestershire and Kent, as well as featuring 
prominently for the county in the last two finals 
days, it’s surprising Stevens hasn’t yet forced his 
way into the England side. 

Yet with this year’s Friends Provident t20 
well and truly under way, it’s unlikely to bother 
Stevens, who has never hidden his love of the 
shorter form of the game. 

He said: “I can’t get enough of it really. There 
are always challenges whether you go out to bat, 
bowl or field and it’s electric. 

“It would be nice to get to finals day again, but 
the games are going to be tougher this year with 
two overseas players in most of the teams we 
come up against.” 






out of it alive. I’m hoping for a speedy 
recovery and am already looking forward to 
being back behind the wheel of a race car.” 

Mark Blundell, Conway’s manager and 
an ex-Formula One and Indycar driver, 
witnessed the crash while watching the 
race live on television. The 44-year-old 
experienced his fair share of accidents dur¬ 
ing a four-year stint racing on similar ovals 
in North America 10 years ago, and is 
amazed his driver escaped the crash alive. 

He told this newspaper: “The first 
thought was ‘I hope to God he is okay’ 
because I know how big those accidents 
can be. Mike’s a lucky guy. Luckily for him 
he is going to able to walk around and talk 
about it. 

“When you’re in an accident like that 
you really do think ‘this could be it’. Until it 
happens you’re not aware of what the con¬ 
sequences are.” 

Up until the accident Conway was enjoy¬ 
ing his second experience of the famous 
Indy 500. He started 15th on the grid and 
maintained a challenge in the top-10 before 
an inspired fuel strategy saw him lead the 
race for 15 laps before the accident. 
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
